WITH FIVE MEN. 


Crew of Seven, Near Chat- 
ham, Mass., Swept Away 
with Party They Had 

Just Suecored. 


LOST ON WAY TO SHORE. 


Boat Capsizes Repeatedly and the 
Are Washed Away One 
by One by the Gale- 

Driven Sea. 


ONLY ONECOMESE °K ALIVE 


Chatham, Mass., March 17.—[Special.]— 
Captain Marshall N. Eldredge and six mem- 
bers of his crew from the Monomoy life sav- 
ing station were drowned near Shovelful 
Shoal today while trying to rescue W. H. 
Mack of Cleveland, O., and four men from 
the stranded barge Wadena. Mack and his 
four companions were also drowned. 

The life saving crew of eight men had suc- 
ceeded in taking Mack and his companions 
off the barge, but in attempting to return to 
shore the lifeboat capsized repeatedly. The 
life savers and the rescued bargemen, ex- 
hausted in their efforts to right the boat, 
were washed away one by one by the heavy 
seas. 


One Comes Back Alive. 


Only one escaped—Surfman Ellis—and he 
was rescued by Captain Elmer F. Mayo of 
the barge Fitzpatrick, who heroically put to 
sea in a dory in spite of the gale and the bois- 
terous waves. 

The barges Wadena and Fitzpatrick 
stranded on Shovelful Shoal last Tuesday, 
and wreckers had been at work for nearly a 
week in getting them off. The Fitzpatrick 
had been floated, but the Wadena was still 
fast last night. 

When the southeast gale came on last night 
Mr. Mack sent most of his men on board the 
tug Peter Smith, and told Captain Hansen 
to anchor in a place of safety. Mack and 
two Portuguese sailors and the cook re- 
mained on board the barge. 


Life-Savers to the Rescue. 


This morning a fierce gale was prevailing 
and the Monomoy life saving station was 
notified of the perilous situation of those on 
board the stranded barge. 

Captain Eldredge walked down to the 
Point, a distance of four miles, and saw the 
barge had distress signals flying and the 
mep were on top of the after house, with the 
seas Dreaking over the craft. Captain El. 
dredge telephoned to Surfman Seth Ellis to 


Rn the crew hu down to the point in the 


In an hour the lifeboat, with Captain El- 
dredge at the steering oar, was seen out 
among the breakers on its way to the barge. 
The weather was so thick that the lifeboat 
was soon lost sight of by the watchers on 
shore. 

Two hours later Captain Elmer F. Mayo 
of the barge Fitzpatrick rowed ashore ina 
dory with Surfman Ellis lying unconscious 
on the bottom of the frail boat. He reported 
seeing the overturned lifeboat drift by his 
barge with four men clinging to the bottom 
of it. He jumped into the dory and started 
to their assistance. As he rowed on he saw 
the men disappear one by one from the over- 
turned boat. He reached the boat in time 
to save Surfman Ellis. 


Survivor Tells the Story. 


Surfman Ellis did not recover from the ef- 
fects of his experience until Jate this even- 
ing, and then he told the story of the cap- 
sizing of the lifeboat and the drowning of 
the twelve men. He said that the lifesavers 
had great difficulty’in reaching the stranded 
barge. But they lost no time in taking off 
Mack and his companions. 

** We had no sooner started to return,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘ when we found ourselves in the 
‘midst of a cross sea and were shipping water 
continually. We were trying to turn to 
avoid a rip when a big comber struck us on 
the broadside and capsized the boat, throw- 
ing us all out. Most of us succeeded in get- 
ting hold of the boat, and by Captain El- 
dredge’s orders righted it. 

“But as soon as we got in the five men 
from the Wadena were so excited that they 
turned it right over again, bottom up. Then 
some lost their holds entirely, but I cannot 
tell who. We righted the boat twice more, 
but with such a cross sea running it would 
fill and roll over again as soon as we got in. 


Men Finally Exhausted. 


** More than half of us had now been swept 
away and drowned, and we four remaining 
ones were getting so exhausted that Captain 
Eldredge said we had better try to cling to 
the bottom of the boat. There were left only 
the Captain, Elijah Kendrick, Arthur Rog- 
ers, and myself. I tell you we were giad 
enough t6 shout when we saw Captain Mayo 
coming towards us in his dory. 

“Captain Eldredge was supported some- 
what by the mast and sail, which had worked 
out from under the thwarts so he could 
grasp it and hold it under him, but in spite of 
that he became so exhausted when Captain 
Mayo had gotten about half way to us that 
he was washed away, exclaiming, ‘ It is no 
use, boys. Good-by.’ He could not swim a 
stroke, and was swept from our sight im- 
mediately. That nearly took the little 
strength from the rest of us, and when the 
next sea came it swept off Rogers and Ken- 
drick. I had given up all hope when Mayo 
reached me. I have hardly any recollection 
of how he ever got me into his dory.”’ s 


Bravest Man on the Coast. 


' Captain Eldredge was known as one of the 
bravest men on the coast. He had served 
at the Monomoy station thirteen years, and 
was appointed keeper three years ago. He 
was tireless and in bad weather would occa-

Mack Was Wealthy Vessel Owner. 


Cleveland, O., March 
H. Mack, drowned near Chatham, Mass., 
was the son of the late Captain William 8. 
Mack. Young Mack was the manager of 
the Lake Erie Transportation company and 
was one of the heaviest owners of the lake 
property. He was not yet 30 years of age. 
He lived with his widowed mother in a 
suburb of Cleveland, his residence being one 
of the finest in this section of Ohio. Captain 
Mack Sr. was one of the ald-time lake 
masters. Like many others of his day he 
acquired a fortune and a large fleet of ves- 
sels.

RUSSIAN STUDENTS REPORTED TO 
HAVE BEEN EXECUTED. 


Sequel to the Moscow University 
Troubles Leads to Death of Persons 
Accused of Conspiracy, According 
to Dispatch from Lemberg—Rioting 
in St. Petersburg on Sunday De- 
ascribed Serious—Cossacks Tram- 
ple the Crowds. 


[RY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

VIENNA, Mach 17.—A dispatch from Lem- 
berg says that as a sequel to the Moscow 
Univeristy troubles fifteen students have 
been shot for treason. The report cannot be 
confirmed. 


‘Rioting in St. Petersburg. 
[RY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 18, 3 a. m.—The Times 
correspondent at St. Petersburg, describing 
Sunday’s, disturbances, says that the Nevsky 
Prospekt was ¢rowded with thousands of 
persons. Mounted police and Cossacks 
charged them, wielding whips and indis- 
criminately trampling on the crowd. There 
was a wild hubbub, the men shouting and 
cursing and the women screaming under 
the whip lashes. A large number were bad- 
ly hurt. 

One group of demonstrators was attacked 
by cavalry, who rained blows upon them 
with the flats of their swords. Several hun- 
dreds of both sexes were arrested. 

The city continued in a ferment for hours, 
but the authorities kept the upper hand and 
all the fights; ended disastrously for the 
demonstrators. It is believed several riot- 
ers were killed. 


Loyalty of Troops Doubted. 


Writing of the general revolutionary move- 


ment, the correspondent says disquieting re- 
ports are received almost daily from various 
parts of the country. It is stated that the 
soldiers who were ordered to fire on the 
strikers at a small arms factory at Tula re- 
fused to do so. 

A grenadier regiment has been removed 
from Moscow because it could not be trusted 
to fire on the people, and there are evidences 
elsewhere of the sympathy of the troops 
with the revolutionary movement. 

But perhaps the most significant of all the 
disturbances occurred at Poltava a fortnight 
ago. Poltava is a small, peaceful place not 
far from Kieff. There is no university nor 
factories there. During a darkened scene 
in a play called ‘“‘ The Power of Darkness ”’: 
the audience in the theater raised cries of 
** Long live Tolstoi” and “ Down with des- 
potism,”’ while revolutionary proclamations 
were distributed. . 


\_ Many persons were arrested, but when 


they had been placed in prison they succeed- 
ed in winning over the other prisoners and 
caused a riot. The warders were overpow- 
ered and all the prisoners escaped, after 
breaking the windows of the jail and doing 
other damage.

Troops Disperse Rioters. 
[RY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 17.—A stu- 
dents’ riot here yesterday, in which over 
10,000 persons participated, kept a small 
army of police and cavalry busy throughout 
the day. Probably 100 arrests were made, 
but the repressive measures were not so 
strict as on the corresponding Sunday of 
1901. While many persons were injured, no 
fatalities were reported. 

The students placarded the city last week, 
announcing that they intended to hold a 
grievance meeting, and the authorities, tak- 
ing the hint, made extensive preparations. 
The whole police reserve was called out. and 
the entire military force was held ready for 
mobilization, cavalry patrols supplementing 
the mounted police. Additional squadrons 
of cavalry, light batteries of artillery, and 
detachments of infantry were packed in the 
side streets. 

The crowds increased in the main thor- 
oughfares until noon, when the cavalry offi- 
cer in command of a squad in front of the 
Hotel \d’Europe begged the crowd there to 
disperse and go home. The demonstrators 
refused, and the mounted troops began slow- 
ly to clear the streets. 


Shouts for Free Russia. 

At 12:30 p. m. the students attempted to 
organize a procession in front of the hotel 
mentioned, singing revolutionary songs and 
shouting: ‘“ Free Russia,” ‘\ Down with the 
autocracy.” The police and cavalry then 
charged, but used only their Cossack whip 
and the flat of their sabers. Many persons 
were hurt, but only a few were seriously 
injured. The fighting continued during the 


remainder of the afternoon, breaking out 


in fresh places continually. 

One of the most severe fights of the day 
was concluded only a few minutes before the 
Czarina, in an open sleigh, passed the spot 
where it occurred. 


Riots of a Year Ago. 

The students of St. Petersburg on Sunday. 
March 17, 1901, organized what was intended 
to be an imposing demonstration itn front of 
the Cathedral of Our Lady of Kazan, the 
occasion being the anniversary of the death 
of Vetrora, a girl who committed suicide 
gome years ago in a dungeon of the political 
prison in the fortress of St. Peter and St. 
Paul, in order to escape infamous persecu- 
tion. Serious rioting ensued, the students 
were attacked by Cossacks and police, and 
about 800 arrests were made. 


WEST SIDE CABLE LINES 
ARE TIED UP ALL NIGHT. 


Patrons of Halsted and Buiue Island 
Cars Inconvenienced by Accident 
Which Makes Necessary a New Rope. 


Thousands of persons who ride to their 
homes on either the Halsted street or Blue 
Island avenue cable line were inconvenienced 
last night when, through an accident, the 
whole system was tied up at 6:30 o’clock, 
traffic not being resumed again during the 
entire night. All the trains that were on the 
loop when the accident occurred were left 
there until 2 o'clock this morning. On the 
West Side the trains were kept in operation 
after 8 o’clock by switching. 

The accident that caused the tieup was the 
cutting of the cable operated from the 
Jefferson street power station for the loop 
across the river. This was done by a grip- 
man failing to let go of the rope.

HITCHCOCK SOON 
TO QUIT CABINET 


Secretary of the Interior Is 


Forced Out by the Oppo- 
sition of Western 
Interests. 


SENDS IN RESIGNATION. 


Willis Vandevanter of Wyoming, 
Now Legal Adviser in the 
Department, Likely 
to Secure Place. 


YOUNG MAN AND WELL LIKED 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Special. ]— 
Ethan Allen Hitchcok, Secretary of the 
Interior, has at last yielded to the terrific 
pressure brought against him and has de- 
cided to send in his resignation to the Presi- 
dent. The formal letter of resignation and 
the letter in acceptance of it will ‘be made 
public before long. 

Present indications are that Willis Van- 
devanter of Wyoming, now connected with 
the Interior department, will be Mr. Hitch- 
cock’s successor. 

Mr. Hitchcock did not desire: to leave the 
Cabinet and the President has never ex- 
pressed any wish that he should go. The op- 
position to him, however, has been of the 
most extraordinary character. 

The Senators and members from the States 
west of the Missouri River, comprising the 
section in which originate nine-tenths of the 
cases brought before the Interior depart- 
ment, have been almost unanimously op- 
posed to Secretary Hitchcock. It is un- 
deniably true that the present Secretary has 
balked the scheme of some disreputable com- 
binations formed for the express purpose of 
swindling the Indians, the people, the gov- 
ernment, or all three. Mr. Hitchcock’s hon- 
esty has made him many powerful enemies, 
some of whom have extraordinary political 
influence. 


Opposed on Business Grounds. 


Coupled with this demand for the secre- 
tary’s head, there is the strong opposition 
from Western men on purely business 
grounds. Théy assert that Mr. Hitchcock 
is constitutionally incapable of comprehend- 
ing or deciding the class of cases which con- 
cern vast mining, cattle, and lumbering in- 
terests in the far West. 

In addition tothis concentrated opposition 
in the Western States, which has been pre- 
sented to President Roosevelt in a way not 
easily to be ignored, it is a further fact that 
Secretary Hitchcock is being fought bitterly 
by the Kerens faction. Thus the President 


hagubeme forced to recognize the fact that 


the Secretary of thé Interior fs not only op- 
posed by members of Congress, but is unable 
to command the united support of his own 
State. 

It was made clear to Secretary Hitchcock. 
therefore, immediately after his departure 
for a brief visit to St. Louis, that his resig- 
nation would tend to clear the atmosphere 
at the White House and relieve the President 
of some embarrassment. As soon as this 
was understood clearly the Secretary of the 
Interior had no hesitation about sending in 
his resignation, which may have arrived at 
the White House already. 


Calhoun Mentioned for Place. 

Mr. Hitchcock’s succtéssor is not much of a 
certainty. W. J. Calhoun of Illinots, it is be- 
lieved, was offered the place. He recently 
has been extraordinarily successful in his 
profession and for him to come to Washing- | 
ton as a Cabinet officer might involve a 
financial sacrifice he would be unwilling to 
make. He resigned as a member of the 
Interstate Commerce commission only a few 
years ago, giving up a salary of $7,000a year 
because he could not afford to live in Wash- 
ington. It is feared the same considerations 
may prevent his acceptance of the Cabinet 
position, which pays scarcely any more, but 
which would cost twoor three times as much 
as the place he resigned. 


Vandevanter Also Possible. 

On this account it is asserted on excellent 
authority that the new Secretary of the In- 
terior is likely to be Willis Vandevanter, 
who now occupies the position of Assistant | 
Attorney General] for the Interior depart- 
ment. He isa young man, and in his position 
as legal adviser of the department has deter- 
mined upon and written most of the decisions 
which nominally have been issued by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 

Mr. Vandevanter emigrated to Wyoming 
from Indiana. He is especially popular 
with the same Western men who object most 
strenuously to Secretary Hitchcock. 

In addition to, that both Secretary Hitch- 
cock and ex-Secretary Bliss are warm 


friends of Mr. Vandevanter, and it is under- 


stood that hig.name has been suggested to 
the President with the idea that his ap- 
pointment would supply the necessary far 
Western element in the Cabinet and at the 
same time he would be entirely satisfactory 
both to the friends of Secretary Hitchcock 
and to his enemies. The President is under- 
stood to be considering this suggestion seri- 
ously. 


CECIL RHODES NOT RALLYING. 


Is Unable to Lié Down, but Insists He 
Is Able to Make Journey to 
England.

CAPE TOWN, March 18, 1 a. m.—At mid- 
night the condition of Mr. Rhodes was still 
serious, but was no worse.

HORROR ON GRADE TRACK 


ONE WOMAN KILLED AND FLAG- 
MAN HURT IN SAVING OTHER. 


Katherine Holt and Mrs. Lucie Ahearne 
on Way to Hegewisch, Where a 
Brother Had Died Suddenly, Step in 
Front of Pennsylwania Train at 
Seventy-second Street and Cottage 
Grove Avenue—Former Run Down 
and Latter Becomes Delirious. 


One woman was run down and killed and- 
an aged flagman was seriously injured th 
saving her sister from a like fate at the Cot- 
tage Grove avenue crossing of the Pennsyl- 
vania road last evening. 

The two women, Miss Katherine Holt and 
Mrs. Lucie Ahearne of 3555 Vincennes ave- 
mue, were on their way to Hegewisch, 
where their brother had just died of heart 
Ajisease. After leaving the Cottage Grove 
cable at Seventy-first street, they walked 
southward to take a Pennsylvania local 
train at Seventy-second street. They crossed 
the tracks of the Lake Shore road safely 
and then stepped upon the Pennsylvania 
rails, apparently not noticing an approach- 
ing train. Miss Holt was killed instantly. 
Mrs. Ahearne was saved by Swiss Peters, the 
aged flagman, who jumped in front of the 
on-coming engine, and hurled her aside. 

The man, who is 65 years old, was taken 
to the Englewood Union Hospital, having | 
sustained a fractured leg and other injuries, 
The woman, whose life he saved, was with 
difficulty restrained in a frenzy of grief 
from throwing herself beneath the car 
wheels. At her home, later, she became de- 
lirious, screaming that she was about to be 
run over by an engine. 


Day of Tragedy for Holt Family. 
The day of tragedy for the Holt family be- 
gan with the death of William Holt, at 9 
o'clock in the morning. He was a carpen- 
ter for the Lllinois Car and Hquipment com- 


at the Shops for work when he dropped dead 
of heart disease. He was 42 years old and 
left a widow and seven children. A tele- 
gram apprising her of her brother’s death 
was sent to Miss Holt and her sister, Mrs. 
Ahearne at their home. 

lt is believed that they were so affected by 
their brother’s death that they did not give 
heed to the approaching train. Just before 
it reached the crossing, according to wit- 
nesses, both women started to cross from the 
north to the south side of the tracks In front 
of the on-coming engine. Miss Holt, who 
was in advance, was struck by the pilot and 
ground beneath the wheels. The engineer, 
J. C. Mack, blew the whistle, but the women 
had evidently misjudged the speed of the 
train. 


Another Brother on Same Train. 

Half an hour afterwards Edward Holt, 
13244 Hegewisch avenue, another member 
of the family, while on the way to buy a 
coffin for his brother, boarded the same train 
which had killed his sister, without knowl- 
edge of the tragedy. Holt was known to the 
conductor of the train, J. C. Mack, and the 
latter broke the news to him. As he ap- 
proached the passenger to take his ticket 
the conductor did not know of the brother's 
death. It was Holt who spoke first. 

“Did you hear of my brother’s death to- 
day?” he asked. 

The conductor had prepared himself to 
notify Holt of the death of Miss Holt, and 
was so taken back by the man’s words that 
it was not till a few minutes later that he 
could,summon courage to break the news, 


BLAZE IN KELVYN FLATS 
CAUSES RUSH FOR STREET. 


Fire Starts from Lace Curtain Blowing 
Against a Gas Jet and Spreads to 
Apartment Above—Damage Light. 


The Kelvyn Flats, Twenty-first street and 
Wabash avenue, were the scene of a general 
scramble at 1:30 o'clock this morning when 
the alarm of fire was sounded in the big 
building. 

The blaze started in the sécond flat of the 
section numbered 2036, occupled by Edith 
Dunham, and is said to have been the re- 
sult of a lace curtain blowing against a gas 
jet. It spread rapidly through that apart- 
ment and was communicated to the one 
above. 

All the residents of the twelve flats above 
the first floor began to take hurried leave of 
the premises, and a miscellaneous assort- 
ment of furniture and bric-&-brac was car- 
ried or thrown into Wabash avenue. 

Every one had escaped by the time the 
fire apparatus was fully at work and the 
department was able to confine the damage 
practically to the two flats mentioned. 

Occupants of several of the flats on their 
return after the fire scare found that thieves 
had been at work, and that some money and 
silver had been stolen. The actual loss by 
fire was $3,000. 


CRUSHED UNDER FALLING IRON. 


One Man Killed and Another 
Injured by an Accident at Amer- 
ican Bridge Works. 


Christopher Wagner, 4464 Shields avenue, 
was crushed to death under a lot of falling 
iron yesterday, and James Barry, 6210 Lafiin 
street, was seriously injured. The accident 
occurred at the plant of the American Bridge 
works, Forty-first street and Stewart ave- 
nue. 

The men were moving iron from the con- 
struction room to the shipping department 
and piling it up near the railroad track. 
While both men were stooping over to 
straighten the pile, one of the props gave 
way, precipitating the weight on them, 

Barry, who is 32 years old, suffered a 
broken leg, and was bruised about the body.

SENATE PASSES 
SUBSIDY BILL. 


Six Leading Republicans Vote 
Against Shipping Bounty 
Plan When It Comes ~ 
to Final Test. 


DECISIVE VOTE 42 TO 31, 


Hanna’s Amendment Sanctions 
Combines and Denies Bounty 
to Two of the American 
Line’s Vessels. 


DEFEAT IN HOUSE LIKELY, 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Special.]— 
By a vote of 42 to 31 the Senate this after- 
noon passed the ship subsidy bill in an 
amended form. This majority of 11 woud 
ordinarily be considered decisive, but the 
Vote today was sensational and significant 
because six of the best known Republican 
Senators, coming from the three Republican 
States of Wisconsin, Iowa, and Vermont, 
voted with the Democrats in opposition to 
the bill. 

The friends of the ship subsidy scheme ad- 
mit that their victory is decidedly cloudy, 
and the opponents of the subsidy idea assert . 
without hesitation that the action of six 
recognized Republican leaders in the Senate 
will first of all call the attention of the 
country ‘to the subsidy bill as nothing else 
could do; and, secondly, that the result will 
be to defeat all action in the House. | 


Surprise in Hanna Amendment. 


A surprising feature of the proceedings 
was the adoption of an amendment proposed 
by Mr. Hanna which in one clause apparent- 
ly gives permission for a shipping trust, 
and in another clause bars from the subsidy 
all foreign built ships, cutting out two of 
the American line’s present fleet, the New 
York and the Philadelphia. This line was 
supposed to be the special beneficiary under 
the ship bill. 

The substantial accord of the four Sena- 
tors from Wisconsin and Iowa is generally 
recognized as an indication that the delega- 
tions in the House from these States also 
will be opposed to the bill, and this will 
mean its almost certain defeat. 

The action of the two Iowa Senators is be- 
lieved to show also that Speaker Henderson 
will not be favorable to the bill, although he 
may not oppose it openly. : 

Action of Leaders Sigr.ificant. 

“The fact that two such men as Allison and . 
| Spooner, after submitting various amend- 
ments and after carefully studying the 
measure, should feel obliged to go on record — 
in opposition to the majority of their party 
associates is even more significant : 

Senator Allison beyond all doubt is the 
best posted man in the Upper House of Con- 
gress on all subjects which involve the finan- 
cial operations of the government, and Sen- 
ator Spooner is recognized as the leading 
constitutional lawyer of the Senate. Both 
are strict party men, and they would not 
vote against such a measure unless they had 
the gravest reasons for such action. 

The failure of six of the best known Re- 
publican Senators, including the father of 
the Senate himself, Mr. Allison, is taken 
to mean, above all, that the ship subsidy bill 
cannot be considered a party measure, and 
this will leave Republicans of the House free 
to vote against st. 


McLaurin with Republicans. 

The bill, as originally drafted, was much 
bettered by a series of amendments offered 
by Senators Allison and Spooner, and yet, in. 
spite of this betterment, they felt obliged to 
vote against it. Senator McLaurin of South 
Carolina voted for the bill, and, with the ex- 
ceptions noted, the rest of the Senate divided 
strictly on party lines. 

Among the amendments agreed to were. 
those by Senator Allison, which required 
that all ships taking advantage either of the 
mail contractsor the general subsidy must 
not be rated originally as of class Al, but 
must continue to hold the grade as long as 
they receive the bounty. Mr. Allison also 
secured the formal adoption of an amend- 
ment limiting the authority of the Postmas- 
ter General to July 1, 1910, and also provid- 
ing that no contract for a mail subsidy shall 
be made which will extend beyond July 1, 
1920. 

The Iowa leader also was successful in 
safeguarding the bill by an amendment lim- 
iting the total amount of the mail subsidy 
to $5,000,000 annually up to July 1, 1907, and 
not more than $8,000,000 annually after that 
time. He also excluded from the general 
subsidy all ships. with a minimum speed, 
half loaded, of less than eight knots an hour, 
and still another amendment limits the sub- 
sidy to ships of over 1,000 gross tons register, 
instead of making the subsidy, as originally 
planned, apply to every little sloop big 
enough to have an American register. 


Reserves Right to Repeal. 
ator Spooner likewise was successful 
Pa gprones up the bill by adding at the 
end an extremely important additional sec- 
tion reserving to Congress the right to alter 
or amend the bill at any time, provided it 
did not impair a contract previously made. 

The friends of the bill, after having per- 
mitted these important amendments to be 
made, utterly declined to pass one of Mr, 
Allison’s most carefully thought out pro- 
visos, which was that no vessel shoulé be 
entitled to full compensation under the gen- 
eral subsidy act unless it carried a cargo 
out of a port of the United States equal 
to SO per cent of its capacity, and requiring 
that any shortage under one-half of the 
capacity should diminish the amount of the 
compensation proportionately. 

The bill as it stands grants the subsidy to 
ships of all classes whether they are loaded 
to the rails or leave port with a clean swept 
hold. The subsidy on air is just as great 
as on wheat, and it was thie gross inequal- 
ity which Mr. Allison sought to correct. 
This particular amendment was beaten by 
the close vote of 87 to 83, and its defeat is 
largely if not entirely responsible for the 
refusal of the six Republican Senators te 
vote for the bill on ite final passage. 


Bars Foreign Built Vessels. 

Senator Hanna added an amendment, | 
which was adopted in three sections, and 
which provides, first, that none but an 
American built ship shall receive a subsidy; 
second, that nothing In the bill passed today 
shall be construed to prevent any American 
individual, firm, or corporation from buying 
or owning one or more foreign steamship 
lines; and thirdly, that after the passage of 
this act mo foreign steamship shall be en- 
titled to an American 


registry. 
The second of this series of amendments 
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created a vast amount of talk after the Sen- : 


@te’ adjourned. because there was serious 

doubt as to what it was intended to cover. 

According to the general opinion, its effect 
- undoubtedly is to pave the way for a gen- 
eral trust of the oceanic steamship com- 
panies, and this suspicion is strengthéned by 
the fact that amendments offered this aft- 
ernoon making all steamship companies re- 
ceiving subsidies specifically amenable to 
the provisions of the Sherman anti-trust 
law, were voted down without hesitation by 
the friends of the bill. . 

‘An amendment of this character, offered 
by Senator McComas of Maryland, a ioyal 
Republican and a former federal Judge, was 
voted down with surprising unanimity on the 
part of the acknowledged champions of the 
subsidy. This amendment came from a 
friend of the bill, because Senator McComas 
voted for the subsidy scheme on ‘ts final 
passage. Similar amendments, providing 


that Chinamen ‘should be ex¢luded from the | 


crews of subsidized ships, also were beaten. 

The friends of the subsidy scheme dis- 
played excellent discipline and permitted no 
amendments at all, except those by Senators 
Allison, Spooner, and Hanna. 


How Illinois Senators Voted. 


There was a considerable variation in the 
votes of different Senators on particular 
amendments. Senator Mason of Illinois, for 
instance, voted with the subsidy crowd on 
éverything. Senator Cullom voted for the 
Allison amendments and particularly for 
that requiring some kind of a cargo as a cen- 
dition of recetving a subsidy. The senfor 
Illinois Senator also voted against Senator 
Hanna's amendment specifically authorizing 
combinations of steamship owners, and gen- 
erally he acted with Senator Allison, al- 
though he voted for the bill upon its final 
passage. 


Ohioan’s Intent a Puzzle. 


Quite the most unexpected feature of the 
afternoon's proceedings was the introduc- 
tion of the amendment by Senator Hanna. 
No one was prepared for it, and it was 
adopted with little opposition, because under 
the rule it could not be debated. It had tobe 
voted upon as it stood, and each individual 
Senator was at liberty to construe it as he 
saw fit. On the demand of different Senators 
the amendment was divided into three sec- 
tions and passed, as follows: 

“No fofeign built ship shall receive or be 
entitled to’receive any subsidy or other bene- 
fit from this act or any other act of Congress 
except as herein or therein expressly stipu- 
lated."’ 

This distinctly says that no foreign built 
ship shall receive any subsidy under this 
bill. It is intimated that Senator Hanna has 
made a mistake in the phraseology of his 
amendment, which may have serious conse- 
quences on two of the American line steam- 
ships—the New York and the Paris, the lat- 
ter being known now as the Philade)phia. 

hese two ships have been admitted to 

merican registry by the act of 1892, but 
that does not make them any the less for- 
eign built, and it seems Ifkely that Mr. 
Hanna has whintentionally cut off from the 
benefit of the mail subsidy two of the four 
ships of the American line, the company 
which is generally understood to have been 
behind the entire ship subsidy campaign. 

When his attention was called to it this 
afternoon after adjournment Senator Hanna 
expressed the opinion that the two American 
line «hips would not beaffected. He evident- 
ly beHeved he had barred out only ships 
which did not have an American registry. 
and was apparently not aware that he had 
used the expression ‘“ foreign built.’’ 

The law of 1892 provides that the two for- 
eign built ships of the American line should 
be “entitled to all the rights and privileges 
of a vessel of the United States,” excépt 
that they could not be employed in the coast- 

wise trade. Senator Hanna’s amendment 
today, however, being subsequent to the law 
of 1892, certainly would control under the 
new subsidy act, and apparently would bar 
out the two American Ifne ships from any 
government compensation. 


Combine of Companies Allowed. 

The second portion of Senator Hanna's 
amendment, which is the one creating all 
the talk tonight, reads as follows: 

“ Provided, however, that nothing con- 
tained in this act or any other act of Con- 
gress shall be construed to prevent any citi- 
zen oF corporation of the United States or 
of any State from contracting for, acquir- 
_ ing, holding, or operating any interest in 
oné er more steamship lines engaged in for- 
eign commerce.”’ 

' Senator Hanna explained that this para- 
graph was intended to affirm the right of 
Americafis to buy foreign built ships, but 
those who have studied the language are 
confident that the Senator has, uninten- 
tionally, of course, secured the adoption of 
an amendment which in so many words 
prevents the application of the Sherman 
anti-trust law to all foreign steamship com- 
merce. It is highly improbable that such 
a section could by any possfbility pass the 
House. It probably could not have passed 
the Senate if it had been offered in time te 
permit debate upon it, but it was present- 
ed under the unanimous consent rule, which 
prevented even so much as an explanation 
of its purpose. , 

The paragraph in question says that 
nothing contained in the bill under con- 
sideration “‘or any other act of Congress ”’ 
should be construed to prevent any. possible 
combination for the control of foreign ocean 
steamship lines. The language of this 
amendment is such that the conclusion is 
inevitable that the amendment would be 
applied to the nullification of the anti-trust 
act, and it is difficult to see how any 
such proceeding as that now begun by the 
government in St. Paul could be maintained 
-at all against a similar merger of ocean 
steamship lines. 7 

It has recently been reported that all the 
transatlantic lines at least are being com- 
bined into a gigantic trust, and the para- 
graph in Mr. Hanna's amendment apparent- 
ly would deprive the United States of all 
possible control of the ocean steamship 
companies, even of those receiving a gen- 
erous subsidy from this goverment. 


_ Ships Must Be Built at Home. 

The third paragraph of Senator Hanna's 
amendment reads: 

“ But no foreign-built ship shall 
be admitted to American 

Senator Hanna explained this paragraph 
es he had the two previous ones by saying 
that it was intended to meet the criticism 
that the subsidy bill would ultimately be 
utilized to pay bounties to foreign steam- 
ship lines now being purchased by J. Pier- 
pont Morgan and other Americans. - The 
third section of the Hanna amendment re- 
fusing American registry in the future to 
foreign ships would not, of course, bind any 
subsequent Congress, nor even this Congress. 
Foreign registry could be granted to Mr. Mor- 
gan's ships at any time by an ordinary act 
of Congress, and this fact would have been 
nee eae immediately this afternoon had

Three Hours on the Roll Call. 


The Senate was engaged for three hours 
in the work of calilng the roll and taking 
votes on the different amendments offered 
to the subsidy bill. There were no less than 
twenty-one of these roll calls, in addition 
to a number of vive voce votes. 

The funniest incident of the entire three 
hours concerned an amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Pettus of Alabama, who is 
known as the Confucius of the Senate, and 
who looks the part. He offered an amend- 
ment which limited the tota! subsidy in any 
ome year to -§9,000,000. An amendment by 
Senator Allison had previously been passed 
limiting the mail subsidy alone to $5,000,000, 

_anhd $5,000,000 after a few years. Senator 
Hanna himself and the other friends of the 

- subsidy scheme took it for granted that 
the Pettus amendment Was merely the 
vyagary of an old man, and that it only added 
a-milliion dollars a year to the maximum 
already fixed by Senator Allison. It was 
the joke of the afternoon, and Senator Hanna 

_faughed out loud as he voted for the Pettus 
amendment. 


Joke on Advocates of Bounty. 

The joke, however, was on the ship subsidy 
people, for as soon as they recovered their 
breath they discovered that the amendment 
proposed by “ Old Confucius” and adopted 
by them covered the entire subsidy bill, so 
that if $8,000,000 was used up, under the Alli- 
gon amendment, for mail subsidies, there 
would be left only $1,000,000 for the entire 
general subsidy provisions of the bill. For- 
tunately for the subsidy, however, the Pettus 
 gmendment was adopted first in the com-

Then the joké was on them, and it was 
‘‘Confucius"’ who did the laughing. Had 
he sprung his little game in the Senate In- 
stead of in the committee of the whole he 
would have destroyed the entire effect of 
the général subsidy provisions, and would 
have Hmited the operation of the act toa 
bounty for carrying the mail. 

The discussion of the bill was begun by 
Mr. Gallinger of New Hampshire, who 
spoke in favor of it. He said he was not 
troubled about the constitutionality of the 
proposed law, or the charge that the subsidy 
is a gift to private interest. “If it shall 
prove to be a gift,’ said he, ‘it will be no 


greatly distressed over the pending méas- 
ure.’’ 

Mr. Money of Mississippi said it had 
claimed that the American people were las- 
dng $160,000,000 a year because that amount 
was paid to foreign bottoms for carrying 
commerce. Asa fact, the United States had 
lost nothing, as‘it simply paid a reasonable 
rate for services rendered. 


_-Hanna Seea Loss to Nation. 


Mr. Hanna insisted that it was a loss tothe 
American people to pay $150,000,000 or $200,- 
000,000 for the carrying of foreign commerce, 
for under just laws perhaps 50 per cent of 
that amount would remain in the hands of 
Americans. 

Mr. Frye closed the debate. Referring to 
the proposition to prevent Chinese sailors 
on ships, he eaid it would destroy the lines 
‘on the Pacific. 

He warned Senators favoring the bill to 
look out for amendments offered by mem- 
bers of the oppositie:». 

In his closing remarks Mr. Frye said he 
would accept the amendments offered by Mr. 
Allison limiting the time of the operation 
of the measure because he belleved they 
were in the interest of the bill. 

Mr. Vest [Mo.] offered his amendment, 
providing, in brief, that the provisions of the 
anti-trust law apply the shipping industry 
with a view to prevént a conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade. The amendment was re- 
jected—25 to 48—a party vote, with the ex- 
ception of McLaurin of South Carolina, who 
voted with the Republicans. 

Mr. Allison then offered several amend- 
ments. Those limiting the operation of con- 

tracts made under the bill to July 1, 1920, and 
providing that the Postmaster General 
should make no contracts after July 1, 1910, 
Were agreed to without division. The 
amendment of Mr. Allison, limiting the ex- 
permditure under the bill to $5,000,000 a year 
until July 1, 1907, and after. that date to 
$8,000,000 a year, also was agreed to. 

Another amendment by Mr. Allison, pro- 
viding that all vessels entering into a con- 
tract under this act shall be of class Al, was 
agreed to without division. 


' Allison’s Plan Is Defeated. 7 
Mr. Allison offered another amendment 
providing that a vessel entitled to full com- 
pensation under the mail subsidy features of 
the pending bill shall clear from:a United 
States port with at least 50 per cent of its 
commercial cargo capacity filled. It was re- 
jected, 33 to 37, as follows:

Limit to Total Expenditures. 

Mr. Pettus of Alabama offered an amend- 
ment providing that the total expenditure 
under the bill should not exceed $9,000,000 
in any one year. It was agreed to, 44 to 22. 

Mr. Patterson's amendment providing that 
no vessel employing in its crew any Chinese 
person not entitled to admission to the 
United States shall receive any part of the 
subsidy was rejected, 39 to 41. 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin offered an 
amendment reserving to Congress the right 
to amend or repeal the act, net, however, 
impairing any contract made under the bill. 
The amendment was agreedto. * 

Mr. Hanna offered an amendment provid- 
ing that no foreign built ship should receive 
any part of the proposed subsidy under this 
act. It was agreed to, as was another 
amendment by Mr. Hanna providing that 
nothing in the pending bill should be con- 
strued to prevent an American citizen or citi- 
zene from contracting for or-holding any in- 
terest in foreign.ships engaged in the ocean 
carrying trade. 

Mr. Hanha also offered an amendmént 
providing that no foreign built ship in any 
line acquired by United States citizens shall 
be admitted hereafter to American registry. 
The amendment was agreed te, 438 to 28. 

The bill then was reported to the Senate. 

An amendment to the amendment by Mr. 
Bacon limiting the amount of the annua! ex- 
penditure to $3,000,000 was rejected. The 
Pettus amendment then was rejected, 30 
to 42.

Provisions of Bill as Passed. 


The title of the bill passed by the Senate is: 
‘To provide for ocean mail service between 
the United States and foreign ports and the 
common defense; to promote commerce and 
to encourage the deep-sea fisheries.” 

Title 1 of the measure as passed deals with 
ocean mail steamships and their subsidies. 
The postal subsidy act of 1891 is so amended 
as to direct the Postmaster General to enter 
into contracts for not less than five nor more 
than fifteen years with American citizens 
for the carrying of mails on American steam- 
ships to such foreign points as will best pro- 
mote the postal, commercial, and maritime 
interests of the United States, the mail serv- 
foe on such lines to be equitably distributed 
among the Atlantic, Mexican Gulf, and Pa- 
cifie ports, and the contracts to be made with 
the lowest responsible bidder. 

The vessels employed in the mail service 
shall be American built and owned and offi- 
cered by American citizens. During the 
first two years one-fourth of the crew must 
be American citizens, during the next three 
years one-third must be American citizens, 
and during the remaining life of the contract 
at least one-half must be American citizens. 
The ships must be screw steamships of iron 
or steel, and divided into the following 
classes, according to speed; 

First class, 20 knots or over; second class, 
19 knots; third class, 18 knots; fourth class, 
17 knots; fifth class, 16 knots; sixth class, 15 
knots; seventh class, 14 knots. 


Must Be Ready for War. 


All. steamships of the first four classes 
shall be constructed with particular refer- 
ence to prompt conversion into auxiliary 
naval cruisers and shall be of the highest 
rating krigwn to maritime commerce. 

The rate of compensation for ocean mall 
service to be paid per gross registered ton 
for each 100 nautical miles sailed from the 
port of clearance in the United States to the 
port of entry in the United States, accord- 
ing to the route required by the Postoflice 
department shall not exceed the following: 

Steamships of the first class, two and 
seven-tenths cents; second class, two and 
five-tenths cents; third class, two and three- 
tenths cents: fourth class, two and one-tenth 
cents; fifth class, one and nine-tenths cents; 
sixth class, one and seven-tenths cents; 
seventh class, one and five-tenths cents. 
The rates of compensation to any vessel car- 
rying mails to a foreign port in North Amer- 
ica shall not exceed 70 per cent of the maxi- 
mum rates established. 


Apprentices Are Provided. 

Mail steamships are required to carry as 
apprentices one American-born boy for each 
1,000 tons gross register. He shall be edu- 
cated in seamanship and engéneering and 
rank as a petty officer. 

Title 2 of the bill provides for the general 
subsidy to be paid. It directs the Secretary 
of the Treasury to pay to the owners of 
any vessel in the United States duly reg- 
istered and engaged in the foreign trade of 
the United States a compensation amount- 
ing to one cent per gross registered ton 
for each 100 nautical miles gailed, not ex- 
ceeding sixteen entries In any one year, and 
on each entry, not exceeding sixteen in any 
one year, for a period of five years from the 
date of registration of a vessel of 1,000 gross 
tons, which shall be completed after the 
passage of this bill, one-fourth of one cent 
per gross ton for each 100 nautical miles 
sailed, in addition to the above-mentioned 
compensation. 

The bill specifies certain vessels which 
shall not receive compensation under its 
provisions, among them being vessels en- 
gaged in the coastwise trade exclusively. 

Each subsidized vessel is required to carry 
as a member of its company one American 
boy for each 1,000 gross tons, who shall be 
taught seamanship and engineering. The 
owners of the vessel must agree before re- 
ceiving compensation that the ship in emer- 
gency may be used by the United States 
for the national defense or for any public 
purpose at a fair valuation for this service. 


For Deep Sea Fishers, 

Title 3 of the bill directs the Secretary of 
the Treasury to pay to the owrer of a docu- 
mented vessel engaged in deep sea fishery 
for at least three months in any one year $2 
per gross ton per annum, provided that at 


least one-third of the crew shall be citizens | 


of the United States; and he is directed to 
pay also to a citizen of the United Statas 
serving as a member of such crew $1 per 
Month for the time he is necessarily om- 
ployed. 
Title 4 provides that no vessel shail be 


given compensation under two or more 
titles of this act at the same time; that a 
subsidized vessel shall not be soid to a sub- 
ject of a foreign power; and that the Pres!-

Although Secretary Root and the officials 
of the War department declined to discuss 
the matter today, it is known that the re- 
port of General Miles having applied for 
duty at the head of the military forces in 
the Philippines is true. Seeretary Root’s an- 
swer to an inquiry on the subject today was: 

‘‘I will not talk about it. I do not care 
to discuss the matter at all.”’ 

The part of the incident which was not 
reported fully in the first accounts of Gen- 
eral Miles’ request for detail in charge of 
the Philippines campaign was that which 
relates to the form of the President’s answer. 

The last time General Miles called on the 
President it was for the purpose of dis- 
cussing his plan for “ ending the war” in 
the islands. His application had been made 
to the Secretary of War. and Mr. Root Bad 
recommended against its acceptance. 

There is reason to believe that when Gen- 
eral Miles called on the President to argue 
the matter and discuss in detail his plans 
for carrying on the campaign in the Phil- 
ippines he did not meet with a more cordial 
reception than on the former occasion when 
the President summoned him to reprove him 
for his comments on the Schley case. He 
was told in plain terms that it would be 
unjust to the officers who have fought out 
the campaign in the Philippines to assign a 
new officer whose ideas contemplate a rad- 


ical and questionable change in the plan of 


pacifying the islands. 

The President moreover expressed his re- 
gret that the offer of services should have 
come only after the work of pacification is 
practically completed. This, in general, was 
the character of the President’s answer, but 
the words he used, which were of a char- 
acteristically vigorous kind and known only 
to two or three persons, have not been quoted.

These notes are a radical departure in 
design from bank notes heretofore issued 
and are considered a great improvement. 
The backs have only one plate printing, 
which is an artistic vignette, printed in 
green. The faces all bear portraits of prom- 
inent deceased officials of the government, 
these being President Harrison for the $5 
note, President McKinley for the $10, Sec- 
retary McCulloch for the $20, Secretary 
Sherman for the $50, and Controller of the 
Currency John J. Knox for the $100. 

To facilitate the assorting of currency in

TOBACCO WAR TAX HELD LEGAL. 


Supreme Court Rules That Congress 
Had Power to Increase Excise 
on the Goods. 


Quay Secures 
His Old Desk 
in the Senate. 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—Justice 
Brewer today delivered the opinion of the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of 
James D. Patton vs. Maggie A. Brady, 
executrix of the estate of J. D. Brady, Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the Second 
District of Virginia. This case involved the 
constitutionaiity of the portion of the war 
revenue act increasing the tax on tobacco 
from six cents to 12 cents per pound. The 
conclusion of the court was announced to be 
that *‘ It is within the power of Congress to 
increase an excise as well as a property tax, 
and that such an increase may be made at 
least while the property is held for sale and 
before it has passed into the hands of the 
consumer.”’ 

The Supreme Court also delivered two 
opinions on the question as to whether the 
inheritance tax provided under the war 
revenue act can be levied and collected 
where the property passed is located in the 
United States and the testator and bene- 
ficiary are domiciled outside the limits of 


-this country. 


Both opinions were delivered by Justice 
Brown, and in both cases it was held that 
the law did not apply. —

NEARS ITS END. 


Kaiser Wilhelm to Welcome 
fis Royal Brother at 
Cuxhaven Today. 


pRINCE TALKS OF TOUR. 


a¢ Cherbourg He Tells How 
Pleased He Is with 
America, 


TARES NAP 48 HOURS LONG. 


CHERBOURG, France, March 17.—The 
urg-American line steamer Deutsch- 
and, having OR board Admiral Prince Henry 
of Prussia and his suite, arrived here at 
6:35 p. m., having first touched at Piymouth, 
England. After a brief stay the steamship 
started for Hamburg. 

The arrangements made by Emperor Will- 
jam for the reception of Prince Henry when 
the latter arrives at Cuxhaven this afternoon 
were communicated to the Prince after the 
Deutschland left Piymouth. Prince Henry 
expressed himself as greatly pleased there- 
with. He interprets the elaborate plans of 

Emperor Wiliam as an expression of his 
Majesty's complete satisfaction at the suc- 
cess of the Prince’s American trip. 

When Emperor William, in a letter ad- 
dressed to Prince Henry at Plymouth, noti- 
fied his brother of the reception arrange- 
ments at Cuxhaven, his Majesty invited the 

_ Prince’s entire party to dine on board the 
battleship Kaiser Wilhelm II. next Tuesday 
evening. The next day Admiral von Tirpitz 
and General von Plessen and the other mem- 
bers of Prince Henry's party who live in 
Berlin will leave for their homes. 


Sleeps for Forty-eight Hours. 

Prince Henry says he was so tired when he 
finally boarded the Deutschland at New 
York that he slept almost continuously for 
forty-eight hours, except for the time he 
appeared for his meals, or to take short 
walks on the bridge. He says he never 
worked so hard in his life as when he was 
in the United States, that he never changed 
bis uniform so many times a day, or faceda 
succession of gituations requiring such alert- 
ness and a certain initiative on his own part. 
There were situations which could not be 
met with merely formal behavior or the 
mechanical execution of a routine program. 


Overjoyed with His Trip. 

While conversing with members of his 
‘suite, Prince Henry has alluded to many 
things in connection with his trip. He has 
‘mentioned nothing more frequently than 
that no single unpleasant incident occurPed 
in the United States. Ideas, scenes, and im- 
pressions were crowded upon him too rapid- 
ly for proper appreciation at the moment, 
perhaps, but as Prince Henry himself said: 

“We have acciimulated material to think 
about for months to come.”’ BS 

When one of his party inquired what had 
impressed him most, the Prince replied that 
the great, orderly, and cheerful crowds had 
been his most continuous impression and 
would probabiy always be one of his most 

vivid impressions. 

The Prince said he saw crowds out of doors 
and indoors—faces of men and women, with 
here and there a powerful, a beautiful, or a 
miritual face.. He said his regret, if he 

dared to say he had any, was that he could 
mot know some of these people better. . 

The reports that Prince Henry would oc- 
cupy a different position in Germany in 
future and live at Berlin instead of continu- 
ing his active sea life are unfounded. He 
will hoist his fag upon his arrival at Kiel 
and will resume the training of his squadron. 
The Prince will take a squadron to England 
next June for the naval review upon the oc- 
casion of the coronation of King Edward.

DAY’S GOSSIP IN LONDON.

LONDON, March 18, 3 a. m.—History does 
not always repeat itself. Roebuck’'s motion 
for a select committee to inquire into the 
conduct of the War office and the condition 
of the army in the Crimea was carried by a 
majority of 157 and was followed by the 
fall of the ministry. Lord John Russell 
would not attempt any defense, but Glad- 
stone pnd Palmerston replied with vigor to 
évery assault and condemned the investiga- 
tion as premature and unpatriotic while the 
war was in progress. 

Campbell-Bannerman yesterday introduced 
a motion similar to Roebuck’s and the Min- 
isters adopted a line of defense analogous 
to that taken by Palmerston and Gladstone. 
but the attack of the opposition was not 
effective and the government was not in 
danger of overthrow, although it could be 
legitimately satirized as a ministry of all 
the inefficiencies. 


Liberal Debate Is Weak. 

While the necessity for a full inquiry into 
war contracts and methods in south Africa 
was as urgent as Lord John Russell ad- 
mitted in the Crimea, the opposition was too 
demoralized to conduct a successful demon- 
Stration Campbell-Bannerman failed to 
make the best use of the ample material sup- 
plied from official sources, and spoke with 
little animation. Henry Labouchere was 
caustic rather than weighty, and the debate 
dragged on the Liberal side. 

Secretary Brodrick gave the same reply as 
was given by the government to a similar 
resolution in the House of Lords a few weeks 
ago, that the inquiry demanded was of so 
vast and far-reaching a character that it 
could not be undertaken without disorganiz- 
ing the War office at home and paralyzing 
the campaign in south Africa. He drew a 
moving picture of the patriotic clerks of the 
War office, already working night and day 
in the service of the empire, being burdened 
with extra labor and anxiety in meeting the 
vexatious charges put forward by irrespon- 
sible politicians. | 


Kruger Sending Dispatches. 

I hear from The Hague that Mrs. Eloff, 
wife of Kruger’s private secretary. sailed 
for south Africa on Saturday, and that her 
husband expects to follow her speedily. The 
inference drawn by some people at The 
Hague is that he will carry letters from 
Kruger which may have a decisive effect 
in ending the war. The generalization is a 
elastic one, but without doubt well-informe 
people at The Hague are convinced that 
negotiations are in progress and tiat peace 
is nearer than generally supposed. 


Secret of Wolseley’s Trip. 

A good deal of needless agitation has been 
caused the War office by Lord Wolseley’s 
sudden descent upon south Africa. The real 
explanation of the journey is Lord Wolse- 
ley, when feeling jaded, met Sir Donald 
Currie and learned that he was sailing for 
south Africa within forty-eight hours. 
Wolseley exclaimed: ‘‘ You cught to take 
me with you.” ‘‘ Come on,” was the reply, 
and Wolseley went on the shortest possible 
notice. It is not unlikely that he will see 
Lord Kitchener and obtain some side lights 
on the mysteries of the campaign, but Secre- 
tary Brodrick has no cause to dread the ap-. 
pearance of Lord Wolseley asa literary guer- 
rilla on the high veldt. (, 

Prince Henry’s Voyage. 

Dispatches from Plymouth announce that 
Prince Henry’s voyage on the Deutschland 
was pleasant and uneventful. The weather 
had been favorable, and Prince Henry had 
fully recovered from the fatigue of his pro- 
tracted journey through America. Passen- 
gers arriving for England had pleasant 
things to say about him, and it was evi- 
dent that he was well satisfied with the 
results of what German journals are now 
describing as ‘“‘ his semi-diplomatic mis- 
sion.”

After the shooting of President McKinley 
Mr. Houst preached a sermon in which he 
denounced the Anarchists and declared they 
should be driven from the country. 

His son Ivan mysteriously disappeared on 
Nov. 28 last, and the minister subsequently 
received threatening letters, in which it was 
said the boy was “‘ In ——’”’ and that he, too, 
would soon be sent there. : 


Attempts to Steal Girl. 

Some weeks ago his little daughter was 
met on the street by a young man who tried 
to entice her into a house, but she began to 
cry and the man hurried away. 

Mr. Houst conducted service in his church 
last evening and later returned to his home. 
He was retiring when his wife heard steps on 
the porch. Believing that it might be her 
missing son, she told her husband, who 
dressed himself and went down-stairs. He 
went out on the porch, but found nobody 
there, and then thinking his son might have 
sought shelter ina disused cistern caised-the 
lid and peered into it. He was struck on the 
back of the head with some heavy Weapon. 
The men then held him down and one of them 
gagged him. 

The other struck him in the breast with 
a three-sided stiletto, inflicting a painful 
wound. He struggled and, forcing the gag 
out of his mouth, shouted for assistance.

Francis Smith Transferred After Thir- 
ty-three Years’ Service at Larrabee 
Station—Protest Expected. 


After a service of thirty-three vears at 
the Larrabee Street Police Station Lieuten- 
- ant Francis Smith was transferred last even- 
ing to the West North Avenue Station. By 
the same order Bleutenant Max Heidelmeier 
was placed in mmand of the Larrabee 
Station. The order probably will result in 
a protest to Mayor Harrison by Smith's 
friends. 

Lieutenant Smith’s first knowledge of the 
transfer came when the order was handed 
to him.

collection in her summer home here. 

The Board library is being rebuilt and 
extended as an addition to the home here 
and will be completed in a short time. 

The windows are being painted by the best 
known artists and the glass doors bear the 
Board book plate of the Statue of Liberty, 
having the motto “Liberty” inlaid. Ev- 
ery book is provided with the book plate 
in the same “ Liberty” design. Mrs. Board 
is as enthusiastic a lover of art as of litera- 
ture and is procuring the choicest ornament- 
al arts to grace the library walls. 

The latest book order was placed in San 
Francisco and it will be some time before 
it is filled. 

Among the choice books is a set of Kipling, 
autographed by Mr. Kipling, and bound in 
raw Japanese silk. One set of Gautier alone 
is valued at $4,500. The Waverley novels 
are bound in full double leyant, hand-tooled 
by Lowndes in London, costing $1,650. The 
edition of Schiller and Goethe, of which ten 
copies were limited to America, is selected 
by Mrs. Broad, whose twenty-four volumes 
represent $3,500. A set of Napoleon, Bou- 
riesne’s production, costs $50 per volume. 
The finest edition of Ruskin’s writings is to 
cost $1,000.

BALTIMORE RECEIVES BIDS 
FOR HOLDINGS IN RAILWAY. 


Chicagoans Interested in One Proposi- 
tion to Buy City’s Interests in West- 
ern Maryland for $1,000,000. 


Baltimore, Md., March 17.—The first defi- 
nite step toward a sale of the holdings of the 
City of Baltimore in the Western Maryland 
railroad was taken today, when bids were 
opened and read by a special committee ap- 
pointed from among the members of the 
City Council for that purpose. 

Four bids were received. The first was 
from Hambleton & Co. of this city and the 
George D. Cook company of Chicago and 
New York. They propose to pay $6,000,000 
in cash and $4,000,000 in the stock of the new 
company which they propose organizing to 
operate the road. This company is to be 
known as the Western Maryland Railroad 
and Terminal company. It is explained that 
the plans of the bidders involve the right to 
the use of the line and its terminal facilities 
by any and all railroads desiring to reach 
Baltimore, and much stress is laid upon the 
importance of preventing any one line from 
monopolizing these privileges. The capital 
stock of the company Is to be $12,000,000. 

The second bid is from a syndicate headed 
by Myron T. Herrick of Cleveland, Winslow 
8S. Pierce of New York, and Edward L. 
Fuller of Scranton, Pa., who offer $8,509,- 
819, payable in cash within ninety days. 

The third bidder is the Philadelphia and 
Reading company, which proposes to pay in 
cash $7,004,008 for what the city has to sell. 

The fourth bidder is William W. Varney 
of this city, who offers $11,000,000, and de- 
clines to say whom he represents. 

After the opening of the bids the committee 
adjourned and the Councils will determine 
what next to do.

Suit Involving Division of $15, 
000,000 Comes Up in New 
York Court. 


SPANISH WAR ONE FACTOR. 


New ‘arch 17.—[Special.]—John H, 
Parks, aims to be the promoter of 
the scheme that made it possible to con- 
solidate the competing steel wire and wire 
nail interests in the United States, appeared 
today in Part III. of the Supreme Court in 
an action which he has brought against 
John W. Gates, the steel magnate, to recover 
a share of the profits accruing from the 
“deals "’ entered into which finally resulted 
in the formation of the American Steel and - 
Wire company. 

The chief witness to testify in the hearing 
today was E. H. Gary, who has been as- - 
sociated with Gates from the beginning, and 
who related the incidents of the first effort 
at consolidation, its failure, and the subse~ 
quent success. 


Parks Sues on Old Compact. 

Parks alleges that an agreement existed 
between himself and Gates and Gary and 
others in which he was to receive a share of 
$15,000,000, which was the amount figured on 
as profits to be divided among the promoters 
of the scheme. mas 

The defendant Gates admits that an agree- 
ment once existed, but alleges that the 
scheme, as originally planned, fell through, 
inasmuch as the banking-house named in 
the original agreement as financiers of the 
steel wire trust declined to finance it be- 
cause the Spanish-American war had had a 
depressing effect upon the stock market at 
that time. The case was first brought into 
court a year ago. 

Gates’ counsel moved to dismiss the case, 
but Justice Truax denied the motion. Gary 
was then called as the first witness for the 
defense. He testified that he had known Mr, 
Gates “ since Mr. Gates was a baby,” and 
that as far back as 1807 he and Gates had 
been looking toward consolidating steel and 
wire companies. He told of coming to New 
York with Mr. Gates and meeting Mr. Ten 
Broeck, Mr, Ladd of Providence, and Mr. 
Wolff of the vicinity of St. Louis at the Hole 
land House to discuss the deal. He said Mr, 
Parks was not there. At this conference 
how to get financial backing was talked over, 


Gary Tells of Negotiations. 

Mr. Gary continued: “I think it was in our 
second interview that Mr. Ladd spoke of 
Mr. Parks as one of his associates. Mr. 
Gates and I had a conference with Mr. Ten 
Broeck and the latter’s associates in regard 
to dividing the profits. There had been a dis 
pute between Mr. Gates and Mr. Ladd about 
dividing the $15,000,000 profits. As there 
were six persons in the Ten Broeck crowd 
Mr. Ladd thought the profits should not be . 
divided in half. Mr. Gates said half or noth= 
‘ing, and the other side gave in. ri 

“It was then decided that Mr. Ten Broeck | 
should represent one side and I should rep- 
resent Mr. Gates and whatever associates 
we had with us. We had an agreement 
drawn up between both sides. Later it was 
decided there should be another agreement 
between Mr. Ten Broeck and myself, and 
this was duly signed. It was decided that 
unless the persons interested had friends 
who could put up $20,000,000 working capital 
the enterprise would be of no use. e

CAPT. WHEELER APPEARS AS 
WITNESS AGAINST DR. GRAY. 


Tells of Alleged Statements Made by 
Miss Brown Before Death—Defense 
Tries to Break Down Testimony. 


The defense in the case of Dr. Robert BP. 
Gray, the Garden City (Kas.) physician, who 
is on trial in Judge Ball’s court, charged with 
the murder of Miss Irma Brown, who died in 
the County Hospital on Nov. 15, used every 
effort yesterday to break down the evidence 
of Police Captain Wheeler of the Maxwell 
Street Station, who recounted on the witness 
stand alleged statements made by the girl 
before her death.

Mrs. Huey testified that the girl told her 
that Dr. Gray had performed an operation, 
the nature of which was not specified. In 
his statement to the jury Captain Wheeler 
testified that Miss Brown designated the 
nature of the surgical service, which was un- 
professional and crimina] and of such a 
character as charged in the indictment.

Buildings Worth $200,000 Are Saved 
by the Boys and Their Teachers—

Racine, Wis., March 17.—[Special.]—Stu- 
dents of Racine College fought a fire that 
threatened to destroy buildings value at 
$200,000. Had it not been for the work of 
the professors of the college and the older 
students the buildings would have been 
burned. | 

The students were in the assembly-room 
when they saw flames break through the 
roof of the laundry-room, located at the 
southwest end of the grounds. The younger 
students became panic-stricken, and fear- 
ing that the flames would break through the 
entire building, ran from the room. 

The professors and the older students at- 
tempted to quiet the young boys, but finding 
this impossible they ran to the burning 
building and beat out the flames. 

An alarm had been sent in by telephone 
from the college to the Fire department, 
but by the time the department arrived 
the students had put out the blaze. 


Looting at Bryn Mawr Fire. 

Philadelphia, Pa., March 17.—The loss re- 
sulting from the fire at Bryn Mawr College 
last night will be much greater than was at 
first supposed. Denbigh Hall, the finest of 
the college buildings, which was erected at 
a cost of $190,000, was entirely destroyed, 
and its contents, valued at $35,000, at least, 
were consumed. The seventy young wom- 
en’s loSses have not yet been learned. Mis 
Thomas, President of the college, said today 
that during the progressiof tihe fire there had 
been some looting by strange men, but added 
that the thefts of jewels, etc., were not ex- 
tensive. .

Defense in Trial of James Wilcox, Ac- 
cused of Sweetheart’s Murder, Will 
Claim That Girl Committed Suicide. 


+ Blizabeth City, N. C., March 17.—[Special.] 
—The case of the State against James Wil- 
cox, accused of the murder of Nellie Cropsey, 
was continued today. Miss Ollie Cropsey, a 
sister of the dead girl, was put on the stand. 
She testified that Wilcox had been devoted 
to Nellie since 1898. He was at their home 
every day "when he was not busy, and fre- 
quently gave her flowers, and sometimes 
presents. 

The defendant and the girl quarreled last 
September, the sister said. They did not get 
on well after that and were hardly on speak- 
ing terms the night Nellie disappeared..

She 
did and was not seen again. It was1lo’clock 
when they went out of the house. 

Leonard Owens, a boat hand, said he met 
Wilcox near the Cropsey home at about 11:50 
o'clock. Other witnesses corroborated what 
Miss Ollie Cropsey and Mr. Owens had said. 
The defense is trying to leave the impres- 
sion on the jury that the girl committed sul- 
cide. It will be argued that Wilcox returned 
her picture and a parasol that was a gift 
and left her crying.

Mr. Nat. C. Goodwin and Maxine Eliott 
opened their engagement of one week at 
Powers’ Theater with a well finished pro- 
duction of Henry V. Esmond’s pretty 
comedy, “When We Were Twenty-One,” 
last night.

Esmond’s comedy is one of those plays in 

which all sentimental features are so well 
coated with a spicy crust of humor that they 
become palatable to the taste even of persons 
who have a natural or acquired aversion to 
any display of sentiment. There is nothing 
sickly or hysterical about that comedy. It 
is full-of humor and has even occasional 
touches of a kind of brutal directness, but 
under the glittering veil of humor there is a 
vast amount of strong and healthy senti- 
ment, no less sincere because unobtrusive. 
' The performance last night was fully as 
satisfactory as the previous presentation of 
the same play last season. There were many 
changes in the cast, but the two principal 
characters, Richard Carewe and Phyllis 
Ericson, were in the same hands as last year. 
Mr. Goodwin shows the increase in the num- 
ber of his years rather in the greater care 
which he devotes to the details of his make- 
up than by any change in his acting. He is 
still the same delightfully unaffected 
comedian that he wasten years ago. Maxine 
Elliott has lost none of her magnetism and 
seems destined to remain a general favorite 
for many years to come. 

The rest of the cast was thoroughly satis- 
factory. It may have been a trifle weaker 
in one or two characters, but the ensemble 
was fuily as strong as that of last year. 
Neil O’Brien as Waddles, I. R. Crauford as 
Colonel Graham, and F. H. Tyler as Dr. Mc- 
Grath completed the quartet of old bache- 
lors, of which Richard Carewe was the prin- 
cipal member. They were all splendid in 
their rdéles, a jolly lot, full of humor, even 
in moments of reminiscent sentimentality.

“The Sultan of Sulu has undergone sev- 
eral changes since its initial presentation 
last Tuesday, and in its improved form—for 
the changes are all in the nature of im- 
provements—kept a large audience well en- 
tertained at the Studebaker last evening. 

In the first act the soldiers’ song, ‘‘ Hike,”’ 
for Lieutenant Hardy and the Volunteers, 
serves instead of “In the U. 8S. A.”’ to bring 
them on the stage; the interpolated “ My 
Sulu Lulu Loo,” which promises to be the 
“hit” of the opera, has been transferred 
from the second act to the first and now is 
introduced not only effectively but rational- 
ly; the impossible entrance song originally 
used by the Sultan has given place to “* My 
Smiling Isle,’’ a number that is an improve- 
ment over. its predecessor, but it nor any 
similar selection can make the entrance for 
the comedian anything other than weak and 
ineffective. A number that is still retained 
but could easily be spared is, “‘O, What a 
Bump,” sung by Jones, Budd, and Ki-Ram. 

In the second act the chief change is the 
substitution of a solo and duet for Hardy 
and Henrietta for the “ Fancy Free,” orig- 
inally sung by Hardy. The new number 
is better than the old, but is still of only 
indifferent merit, and probably will in turn 
give place to an interpolation that is really 
effective. Act III. has been shorn of its so- 
prano solo, ‘‘ Carmena,”’ and of the sextet, 
‘* Every Animal in the Zoo,’’ and has gained 
materially by the lopping off process. 

The performance as a whole now moves 
with smoothness and has a brightness and 
briskness that make it an enjoyable enter- 
tainment. 

The appearanace of Frank Moulan last 
night as the Sultan decidedly enlivened and 
strengthened things, and when one or two 
more such improvements are made in the 
cast the success the opera is now enjoying 
should know long céntinuance.

CAB STANDS OPEN TO ALL 
- BY JUDGE DUNNE’S RULING. 


Court Denies Right to Lessees or Own- 
ers of Property to Rent Exclusive 
Privilege to Any Hackman. 


An entire ordinance and a portion of an- 
other ordinance giving to the owners of prop- 
erty the right, with the consent of the Police 
department, to lease hack stands to duivers 
on the street in front of their propert ere 
declared invalid by Judge Dunne yesterday 
on the ground that the streets are public 
property and are therefore not be leased 
by private property-owners to Others. 

The court held that that portion of the or- 
dinance providing for public hack stands 
around the federal building, public buildings, 
and quasi-public buildings, is valid, but that 
those stands are open to any cabman by 
virtue of his license. 

The ordinances invalidated by the decision 
were section 10 of the original *‘ hack stand ” 
ordinance and a subsequent ordinance passed 
in November, 1901, in which the right wag 
given to property-owners and lessees to 
farm out the right to stand in front of their 
places. ' 

The decision was given in the case of John 
Wilson, a licensed cabman, who was fined 
for invading a stand in front of 118-120 Mon- 
roe street. In effect it prevents the stand- 
ing of hacks while waiting for hire at any 
place except those public stands provided 
by the city, which are open to all licensed 
cabmen.

Tiustee Gallagher and others say 
the committee report was no answer. 


Sharp Words at Meeting. 

Mr. Gallagher and Mr. Wolff came to sharp 
words at the meeting of the Buildings and 
Grounds committee last Friday. Mr. Wolff 
protested indignantly against a remark by 
Mr. Gallagher which seemed to reflect onthe 
gincerity of the committee's investigation. 
He told Mr. Gallagher he thought he was in 
a position to say more about the true state 
of affairs at the supply house than was Mr. 
Gallagher. 

Mr. Gallagher said little in reply, but in 
the meantime has been busy with a stenog- 
rapher. When the report accepted by the 
Buildings and Grounds committee goes to the 
board an equally long minority report, signed 
by Thomas F. Gallagher, will go with it. 

This minority report will contain, among 
other things, the following statements: 

“The present system in use in the storage 
and distribution of school supplies is with- 
out check, either in reception or distribution, 
save by a mere record. 

“No report of either reception or distri- 
bution is made to the Board of Education. 

“The manner of distribution is unsys- 
tematic, unsatisfactory, and costly. 

“Animals are kept on the premises of the 
supply building that are not needed in the 
use of-the Board of Education. 

“The premises and building now used for 
supply and work purposes are so costly that 
it is questionable if they ought to be retained 
for their present uses. 

“Immediate action should be taken by 
the board to institute means for the proper 
expenditure of the moneys annually paid out 
for school supplies and schoolhouse repairs, 
and for the strict accounting thereof to the 
board by annual reports or otherwise, as the 


board shall direct, from those intrusted with 
said funds.”’ 


Lack of System in Distribution. 

“As to the distribution of supplies,”’ says 
Trustee Gallagher in his report, “it is ap- 
parent that the present system used by us is 
neither time-saving nor money-saving. The 
horses and vehicles used for distribution 
from the supply department are five wagons 
with two horses each for the delivery of 
school supplies, and four wagons with two 
horses each and one wagon with one horse 
for the delivery of articles made or repaired 
in the workshop adjoining the supply depot, 
making in all nineteen horses. By inquiry 
from the business manager; however, the 
writer learned that twenty-seven horses were 


kept at the stables last year. What the eight 


superfiuous horses are for could not be 
learned. The cost of keeping and caring for 
the animals last year was put at $6,901. It 
ie recommended that such animals as are su- 


.perfluous be sold or dispensed with.”

As soon as he learned of the fire, Janitor 
Burton rang all the electric bells, shouted 
through the speaking tubes, and then 
groped his way through the smoke-filled 
halls to arouse those who had not responded 
to his warning..

After opening statements had been made 
to the jury yesterday, Attorhey McShane, 
plaintiff's counsel,called the defendant as his 
first witness. William Burry, her counsel, 
replied that she was ill. Attorney McShane 
insisted that he wished to call her, and by so 
doing said he would materially shorten the 
trial of the case. . 

** Have her brought here in a carriage, and 
we will detain her only a short time,”’ ho 
said. . 
Objects to Exhibiting Defendant. 


“Just to exhibit her,’ interrupted Attorney 
Burry. “ Their witnesses do not know the 
deferidant, and they want her here for the 
purposes of identification.” 

The court adjourned the case until this 


morning. 

“We will have her here then,’’ said At- 
torney Burry. 

In opening, Attorney McShane branded the 
defendant as an adventuress who had taken 
advantage of a young man’s inexperience 
to contract a marriage which she believed 
would place at her disposal much of the 
great wealth of the plaintiff's father, Gen- 
eral Samuel Thomas of New York. 

The statement of the defense was that the 
defendant was able to disprove the allega- 
tions of the plaintiff and show that she was 
entitled to a division of whatever property 
the plaintiff might have. 

The plaintiff, now 27 years o!d, is studying 
medicine tn the office of Dr. J. B. McFatrich. 
He married defendant in Council Bluffs, Ia., 
in August, 1897, as stated, a few weeks after 
the suicide of Dr. Porter. It is alleged inthe 
bill that Porter committed suicide because 
of the conduct of his young wife. Plaintiff 
charges that Mrs. Themes deserted him in 
September, 1898. He ‘charges her with 
drunkenness and with pawn offenses, 
naming a score of men in\Columbus, O. 


Charge of Child Substitution. 

In the cross bill the woman claims that a 
child born to them is still alive and has been 
supported wholly by her. In answer to this 
the plaintiff sets up @ claim of fraud and 
substitution in the case of the child. He 
alleges that a child born to them is dead and 
that the child now in the possession of the 
defendant {is a substitute, several years older 
than the child born to them would have 
been. 

Deposition of Plaintiff’s Mother. 

Depositions of General Thomas and his 
wife. Ann A. Thomas. parents of the com- 
plainant, were filed. Mrs. Thomas testified 
that she did not know where her son Harold 
lived, beyond the fact that he was some- 
where in Chicago. He left home, she said, 
when he was 21 years old. When he went 
away Mrs. Thomas asserted that her son 
had $3.000 in bonds, which she held in trust 
for him. Tradesmen’s bills came in fast 
after his departure, she said, and the bonds 
were sold to pay the debts. Mrs. Thomas 
testified to having met her son at one time 
in Chicago when his “ toes were out of his 
shoes.” and his clothes nearly worn out. 
She said that she bought him a pair of shoes 
and a coat.

BLIGHT ON STATE CHARITY 


JULIA LATHROP TELLS HOW POLI- 
TICS DOES HARM. 


In an Address at the Congregational 
Clab Dinner She Urges a Civil Serv- 
ice System as Necessary for Proper 
Care of the Insane and Other Wards 
of the State—T. D. Hurley and T. H. 
MacQueary Address Meeting of the 
Kliio Association. 


A plea for the abolition of the spoils sys- 
tem in the administration of the State char- 
itable institutions was made last evening 
by Miss Julia Lathrop at the March dinner 
of the Congregational club. She argued that 
without a civil service system proper man- 
agement of charities was impossible. 

A story told as an illustration of the 
present ineffectiveness of the institutions 
created much amusement. A blind boy, who 
had been educated in one of the State insti- 
tutions for twelve years, went to her to ask 
her advice as to what he had better do to 
earn his living. He had been taught nothing 
useful, and there seemed no way open for 
him with the education which he had by 
which he could support himself. 

* Finally he confided to me that his ambi- 
tion was to become a politician,’’ she said, 
*‘and I asked him how he expected to earn 
his living as a politician. His reply was: 
* Haven't you ever heard of Blind Billy Kent, 
the Alderman? Why, he’s a Cresus.’”’ 


Best Buildings, Worst Care. 


Mrs. Lathrop said that in no country in the 
world were the insane patients housed in 
such palatial buildings as in this State, but 
that in every other country the patients re- 
ceived many times the amount of individual 
attention that they receive in Illinois. 

** You are all doubtless aware,’’ she contin- 
ued, “ that eight years ago a party came into 


power in this State that had not been in 


power for many years previously. Nearly 
every employé, whether superintendent or 
trustee, in nearly every State charitable in- 
stitution was changed. In one institution 
for the insane, which shelters 2,400 people, 
and in which there are 100 employés, and 
whose running expenses are more than 
$1,000,000 a year, they have had five super- 
intendents in the last eight years, and to- 
day there are only a dozen employés who 
were there eight years ago. The attention 
of the doctors and of all those connected with 
the institutions is distracted from their 
duties continually by the fear that they will 
be removed. Any business institution run 
along such lines as these would be bankrupt 
in a year. 


Comparisons with Europe. 

**No one can go to Scotland, Belgium, or 
France and see the institutions for the care 
of the insane there and not see that in this 
country there is a great laxity in the at- 
tention given to the individual patients, al- 
th in none of these countries are the 
patients housed so magnificently as here. 

“In this State changes for the good can 
come only when the 
ways afraid of losing their positions, ob- 
tained in most instances not for their fitness 
but on account of their political pull. It is 
only when all of the attention can be given 
to the patients that the proper care and the 
care that is due to the patient can be given.’’ 

The Rev. H. H. Hart, superintendent of 
the Illinois Children’s Home and Aid so0- 
ciety, spoke of “ Child Saving in Chicago.” 


SAYS FAMILY WAS NOT SCARED. 


Story of Flight of Pittsburg Million- 
aire Because of Threatening Let- 
ters Is Denied. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 17.—[Special.]—A. H. 
Eames, private secretary to A. R. Peacock, 
the millionaire, who has received letters de- 
manding money and threatening to kidnap 
his children if it is not forthcoming, denies 
that the family was scared by the threats. 
He said today: 

“No attention was paid to the letters. 
Mrs. Peacock was not alarmed by them. 
Later she was taken ill and went to New 
York. Mr. Peacock decided that ft was best 
that the children should be with Mrs. Pea- 
cock. It was for that reason they were 
taken to New York.” 

The letters received by Mr. Peacock are 
attributed to the same author who recently 
wrote a threatening epistie to Colonel J. M. 
Taylor of Bast Liverpool, O., demanding 
that the Colonel leave $15,000 under a hollow 
tile in the west end bridge, and warning him 
that he would be assassinated if he did not 
comply with the demand.

TEETH OF ST. JOE ALDERMAN 
EFFECTIVE AS LIFE-SAVERS. 


Louis Wallace, Lying Flat on Deck of 
Drifting Boat, Holds Man Above Wa- 
ter Until Help Arrives. 


St. Joseph, Mich., March 17.—[{Special.]—A 
southwest gale accompanied by snow pre- 
vailed here last night. The wind played 
havoc with the shipping on the St. Joe River, 
and between 9 p. m. and midnight the river 
was in utmost confusion. Alderman Louis 
Wallace, by using his teeth, held a drown- 
ing man above water until help arrived and 
saved an employé’s life. The steamer Tour- 
ist, owned by Drake & Wallace, broke from 
its moorings, was carried across St. Joe 
River, and went on a bar.

Wallace and Habel reached the deck of the 
steamer, but Moulton, being weighted down 
by a heavy overcoat, only succeeded in 
reaching the outer rail of the boat. The 
two men on deck worked until their hands 
were benumbed with the cold. ; 

Alderman Wallace finally lay down on 
deck, taking Moulton’s coat collar in his 
teeth, held him above water for fully five 
minutes until help arrived. Moulton was 
nearly unconscious when dragged out of the 
water. The steamer Tourist was 
made fast to the Preston docks.

SHOT AND KILLED 


Nebraska Boy Who Tries 
Threatening-Letter Game 
Loses His Life. 


HIS FAMILY WELL KNOWN 


Men Secreted Use Weapons When 
Attempt Is Made to Carry 
' Away the Cash. 


LIGHT REVFALS SENSATION. 


Beatrice, Neb., March 17.—[Special.]—WIi- 
lard Smith, a youthful !mitator of Pat Crowe, 
was shot and instantly killed at Filley, fif- 
teen miles east of here, last night just as 
he had stepped from the vestibule of a 
church, his hand still holding a sack of 
money, the proceeds of a threatening letter. 
For months past the business-men of Filley 
have been in hourly dread of being burned 
out, several ineffectual attempts having been 
made to set fire to buildings. Ten days ago 
some one succeeded and five firms were 
burned out. 

Last Saturday P. T. Lewellen, a merchant 
having the largest store in town, received 
a threatening letter. In it he was told to 
get $150 in gold coin, place it and the letter 
in a sack, and leave it in the vestibule of the 
church. If the demand was not complied 
with by 8 o'clock Sunday (last night) Lewel- 
len was told his store would be burned and 
that the stock on his ranch would be 
poisoned. 


Gold Hidden in Church. 

Acting on the advice of the Sheriff, Lewel- 
len carried out the instructions, but prepared 
to capture whoever appeared. 

Together with three others, Lewellen hid 
in the church, one man secreting himself 
in a closet. At the appointed hour some 


one was secn to approach the building, and, 
without hesitating an instant, enter the 
vestibule. 

Just as the man had taken hold of the sack 
containing the money Frank Shadley, who 
had been watching from the closet, stepped 
out and took hold of the fellow's arm, at the 
same time calling on him to surrender, In- 
stead of complying, the man succeeded in 
releasing himself and bounded through the 
door. He was again commanded to halt, and, 
refusing, was fired at by Frank Shadley. 
The bullet struck the fugitive in the back, 
penetrating his heart. He fell and died al- 
most instantly. 


Son of Prominent Citizen. 


The affair created intense excitement, 
which was heightened when the dead man 
was identified as the 20-year-old son of 
wealthy parents, Mr. and Mrs. 8. R. 
Smith, who reside near the town. The 
young man was regarded as a trifle wild, and 
was always plentifully supplied with money. 

The people of Filley are unanimous in their 
belief that young Smith never planned the 
affair, but that he was made the dupe of 
older heads . 

A Coroner’s jury late tonight rendered a 
verdict justifying the killing. Two com- 
panions of the dead man, who, it is charged, 
were implicated in the attempt at black- 
mail, will be arrested if they can be found. 


CHASE THIEVES IN STREETS: 
ONE IS CAUGHT, ONE ESCAPES. 


Man’s Watch Is Snatched in State 
Street and Great Crowd Pursues; 
Woman’s Pocketbook Recovered. 


Two or three hundred patrons of the Troc- 
adero Theater, State and Van Buren streets, 
chased a thief last night atllo’clock. Sam- 
uel Sabella, 95 Polk street, led the chase. 
He had just left the theater. He felt a tug- 
ging at his vest pocket andin a moment real- 
ized that his watch*had been snatched. He 
raised the cry of Stop, thief.”’ 

Then he started after the culprit, a crowd 
of several hundred following. The thief ran 
into the middle of the street, and asa State 
etreet car passed ran in front of it. 

Keeping on the opposite side of the cable 


| train, the fugitive reached Harrison street 


and ran to Wabash avenue. At that corner 
Policeman Patrick Howe joined in the chase. 
The thief boarded a Wabash avenue cable 
car at Eldredge court, and although Howe 
signaled the conductor the latter did not see 
him.

She screamed 
and then ran in pursuit.

As the thief neared Dear- 
born street Crossing Policemen Burns and 
Phalen were attracted. When the man 
meared them they blocked his progress and 
grasped him by the collar. He gave his 
name as W. Brown and said he wasa painter 
by occupation. The purse and its contents 
were recovered.

HANRAHAN VS.BEAUSCHOLTE

Benny Yanger, the Chicago Italian, easily 
defeated his Philadelphia countryman, Eddie 
Lenny, in. their six-round contest at the 
America Athletic club’s boxing show last 
night. At no time after the first round was 
the result in doubt, as Lenny, although 
shifty and clever, did not possess the punch 
that brings unconsciousness. » 

He may have such a punch, as his record 
shows, but he certainly was not clothed with 
it last night. He had, however, all his vaunt- 
ed cleverness, his straight left jabs and 
counters, his artistic footwork and ducking, 
but that, from a real fighting viewpoint, let 
him out. 

Lenny monopolized every foot of the roped 
intlosure, as was expected, and his tricky 


work, especially his getting out of corners 


when in danger, was admiringly commented 
upon. His left-hand counters to the face 
were cleverly executed and might have been 
damaging had there been any force behind 
them—that is, after the second round, when 
thus early in the game he began showing 
symptoms of weariness. Those blows—or 
rather counters—as delivered were therefore 
‘mere ‘“‘stoppers.’”’ They simply checked 
Benny’s progress, but only momentarily at 
that. 
Cleverness of Lenny. 

Lenny showed fairly well in the several 
tallies that transpired during the first three 
rounds, whanging away with both hands 
equally as fast as Yanger. The biows he de- 
livered in those exchanges circled a bit, 
while Benny's shot out as straight as an 
arrow, and naturally were the more effective. 


Still, Lenny’s close work was applauded— 


more, however, for its rapidity and neatness. 

Benny fought in his usual aggressive man- 
ner, and never gave Eddie a chance to get 
set. He followed his old custom of pegging 
away at the body, alternating with left and 
right to the face. Hetook Lenny’s left-hand 
‘counters gracefully—in fact, invited them 
simply to land his body drives. His rapid 
short arm deliveries when in close quarters 
were demoralizing to the Philadelphian. 
The latter found no difficulty in avoiding 
some of Benny’s long leads, but failed utterly 


wetting away or protecting himself from 


the fusillade of body wallops that Yanger 
Was sending into his bulwarks when in close 
range. This rapid artillery work played sad 
havoc with Eddie’s abdomen as early as the 
second round, at the end of which he ap- 
peared weary. The minute's rest brought 
him out apparently good for the third round, 
M@uring the first minute of which he 
Mid good execution. But it was only 
a flash in the pan, as before the ter- 
mination of the session he was tired and 
overanxious to hold. The fast pace told on 
Yanger in the fourth round, but he revived 
during the last two rounds, and he had 
Eddie all but out, but could not put him 


Story of the Rounds. 
Hostilities began by both countering with 
lefts to the face, which brought them to a 


- ghort rally, in which Lenny’s one-two-three 


circular blows were in evidence. Yahger, 
however, evened up Eddie’s pyrotechnical 
work by scoring lefts at face and body, fol- 


' dowing with three drives with left and right 


’ Weights, meet in the windup of the 


at the body. Several morestraight counters, 
another mixup, in which honors were even. 
and three body blews by Benny brought 
them to a clinch. After the split-out Lenny 
Janded two straight ‘lefts at the face; ac- 
cepted a hard right and left in the wind, and 
finished the first round with two face blows. 

Benny began the second round by planting 
his left glove on Lenny’s body three times. 
Then came a series of left counters. Eddie 
was showing good work and was cheered 
by the crowd. The demonstration brought 
several fierce rushes from Benny, and by: 
the fastest and straightest kind of body 
punches he had the Easterner thus early in 
the game worrieti. There was no let up by 
the local boy, and although Eddie held his 
own in the several rallies that cropped up 
during the round he was tired at the end. 

Left hand counters by both opened round 
three, and in the mixup that followed Lenny 
showed the better. His slight advantage was 
short lived, as Yanger sailed in, pounded 
him on the body, and chased him from corner 
to corner. Lenny was willing to run and hold 
atevery opportunity and kept Referee Hogan 
busy prying him away. 

The last three rounds were all Yanger’s. 
He drove hard lefts and rights into Eddie’s 
body, executed a half dozen neat left shifts, 
forced Lenny to hang on like grim death, but 
could not put him away. 

Lenny put up a game and clever fight, but 
was outclassed. 


Hanrahan and Beauscholte Draw.

Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Special. ]— 
Today being the thirty-first birthday annit- 
versary of the National league, President 
‘*Nick’’ Young returned from Florida in 
time to spend the day amid the familiar 
though now somewhat cheerless scenes of 
league headquarters.

The 
pusiness is done under the guise of a hand- 
hook, and scores of men-gather there every 
ofternoon while the races areon. The wom- 
en telephone in their bets or make them in 
the wineroom in the rear. 

The place is well known among North- 
giders. An attempt is made to work the 
handbook quietly, and those who think their 
knowledge of horses and “ dope’”’ will bring 
them easy Money must be introduced to the 
proprietor before they are allowed to take 

a@ chance. 

“On the cigar stand in front of the main 
yootn is posted a racing form, which is eager- 
ly studied by those who enter. The ticker 
i behind a thin partition, and the book- 
maker gets information of track and odds 
over the telephone. The results are an- 
nounced at the bar and down-stairs in the 
powling alley, where many men gather. 

Phonograph and Free Lunch. 

In order that the place may be made as 
popular as possible, a phonograph is brought 
in at 2 o'clock, and it discourses ragtime 
te the men grouped about the bar. The pool- 


_ yoom is a valuable drawing card to the reg- 
wiar business of the place, and the cash ! 


register behind the bar is kept busy between 
races. The winners are expected to be lib- 
eral. A bountiful lunch is provided. 

When the first race at New Orleans was 
run yesterday afternoon there were fully 
fifty menintheplace. There were no women 
in the winerooms at that time, but many 
are said to patronize the book; either by 
calling or telephoning in bets in advance. 
Every one seems to have the utmost faith 


_. ih the bookmaker, and gains and losses are 
taken from his report without a word. The 


book has been successful, it is believed, for 
“killings "’ are rare in Tennes’ place. 


Patrons Talk of a “‘Pull.”’ 


Frequenters of the place say Tennes has 
a pull which is strong enough to keep his 
handbook running ir spite of the strong oppo- 
sition of many people in the vicinity. The 
East Chicago Avenue Police Station is four 
blocks away, but Captain Revere’s police- 
men pay no attention to the poolroom. 

While strangers have some difficulty in 
placing money with the bookmaker, there 
is no great attempt at secrecy, and the bet- 
ting goes on while chance customer8 come 
and go at the bar. Bets are paid'in thc 
bowling alley, however, and with consid- 
erable secrecy. 

The proprietor seems to think himself safe

The latter, as well as his 
brother, the late Duke of Clarence, were as 
lads frequent guests at Knole Park, then 
owned by the late Lord Sackville, who was 
a@ great favorite with all the royal family. 
There the two Princes found a playmate of 
their own age itn the person of a red-headed 
boy, who has since inherited the tgmily 
honors, and become Earl of De la Warr. 

Hide and seek was the favorite amuse- 
ment of the lads in the grand old ace, which 
with its many nooks and crannies, and witn 
the century old trees that were in many 
cases hollow, lent itselfin a special degree 
to this particular form of pastime. The 
royal lads always wanted to win, and occa- 
sionally endeavored to emphasize their su- 
periority of rank by a Httle healthy coercion, 
young Gilbert, the pre#ent. Earl of De la 
Warr, being invariably moved thereby to 
rebellion. As a general rule, the Prince of 
Wales, who is exceedingly handy with his

| fists, got the best of the fight, and many is 


the thrashing which the present heir-appar- 
ent inflicted upon his future subject because 
the latter objected to his always winning at 
the game of hide and seek. 


The Earl has had an exceptionally active 
career, and up to the time of the death by 
drowning of his elder brother in a gale 
while yachting in Belfast Lough, he was in 
the employ of the great London dealer in 
precious stones, Mr. Streeter, and in com- 
mand of the latter’s pearl fishing operations 
on the coast of Australia. By a strange 
coincidence he was subjected while thus 
engaged in the Antipodes to a narrow es- 
cape of losing his life in the same week 
that witnessed the drowning of his elder 
brother off the coast of Ireland.

associate and social backer of Hooley, the 
now bankrupt promoter. 
The Earl's connection with Hooley is far 
and away the least creditable portion of his 
career.

Orative purposes to the companies promoted 
by Hooley, and it looked at one moment as 
if the Earl would be called to resign by the 
various London ¢lubs to which he belonged.

Lord De la Warr, who fs a brother of that 
Lady Mary Sackville who is such a fre- 
quent visitor to this country. is the head of 
one of the oldest families in England, which 
traces its descent back to the reign of King 
Edward II. The first of the house to be cre- 
ated Lord De la Warr was Reginald, who 
owed his elevation to the peerage to King 
Henry VI. for services in the wars of the 
roses. One of the Lords De la Warr was 
Governor General of Virginia in the reign of 
King James I., and among the most treas- 
ured possessions of the family is the sword 
hilt of that King of France who was taken 
prisoner by one of the ancestors of the pres- 
ent Earl at the battle of Poictiers. 

The Earl's grandfather figures in Lord 
Beaconsfield’s novel ** Coningsby,” under the 
name of “ Buckhurst,” which is the name 
of the famous country seat which the Earls 
De la Warr have inherited from their mater- 
nal ancestors, the Dukes of Dorset. Lord 
De la Warr has a little boy 2 years old, and 
known as Lord Buckhurst, in the event of 
whose death the Earldom, the minor peer- 
ages, and the estates will pass to Lord Sack- 
ville.

pupil does not tend to render the British au- 
thorities at Calcutta any more comfortable 
about his visit. In fact, the English do 
not hesitate to express their misgivings about 
the signal honors paid by a vassal ruler in 
the pay of Emgland to one who is regarded 
as the most dangerous enémy now in exist- 
meme to the peace of the Anglo-Indian border 
land. 

Pobiednotseff is still all-powerful in Rus- 
sia, owing to the fact that he was a tutor 
of the late Czar, and is responsible for all 
the religious intolerance and reactionary 
methods of Muscovite rule. It was the in- 
fluence of Emperor William’s old tutor, Pro- 
fessor Hintzpeter, that contributed to bring 
about the downfall of Prince Bismarck, while 
both Peter the Great and Alexander I. of 
Russia were notoriously influenced by their 
former tutors. Indeed, when these mentors 
of royalty have been men of strong char- 
acter, their charges have always remained 
more or less subject to their influence in after 
life.

*“ The Thrall of Leif the Lucky,’’ by Ot- 


tilie A. Liljencrantz. A. C. McClurg & 
Co. 


A number of popular novels have been writ- 
ten in Chicago this year, and a few have been 
published here. Now appears a novel writ- 
ten, illustrated, and published in this city, 
This is “The Thrall of Leif the Lucky," a 
story of the earliest discovery of America, 
by Ottilie A. Liljencrantz, illustrated by 
Troy and Margaret Kenny and published by 
A. C. McClurg & Co. Considering the man- 
ner in which the writers of historical ro- 
mances have swept the horizon for subjects, 
{t is surprising that the adventures of Eric 
the Red and Leif Ericsson have remained 
so long undiscovered. It is fortunate, how- 
ever, that since they, along with all other 
good de2zd men who have dared a throw with 
fate, are to set before us as heroes of 
fiction, their tale should be told by one who 
has the blood of the north in her veins, and 
who has been born with a love of the tradi- 
tions, the achievements, and sagas of the 
Norsemen. . | 

It is self-evident that a person with a 
timid imagination would fail utterly to con- 
vey a true picture of these gallant roisterers, 
these indomitable fighters, these born sajj- 
ors, and to hear that a young woman has 
attempted a delineation of such men may 
convey an apprehension of failure. But 
Miss Liljencrantz has vigor enough to carry 
her through pages of viking brawls and 
No wooing with never a hint of faltering. 

The hero of the tale is a noble youth of 
England who has been taken captive by the 
Danes in one of their raids upon the country 
of the Saxons, and who Is therefore a thrall, 
sold now to this and now to that swaggering 
barbarian. He has some knowledge of let- 
ters—an accomplishment possessed by none 
of his masters—and by the judicious employ- 
ment of this ability he is enabled to improve 
his state. The fact that he was jar! born 
added to his native nobility of character 
and his readiness. te eat any one alive who 
bites his thumb at him, wins him the friend- 
ship of a number of the young men attached 
to Leif Ericsson, and because of their good 
words and his own abilities he is made the 
bowerman of Leif the Lucky, who is the 
most intrepid leader owning allegiance to 
King Olaf. The interest of the story is deep- 
ened by the love of the thrall Alwin for a 
ghield maiden, Helga, a maiden born in 
Greenland and living under the protection of 
her kinsman, Leif the Lucky. Alwin also 
has a wily enemy in the person of a low-born 
thrall, Kark, whose place as bowerman has 
been usurped by Alwin. With these ele- 
ments it is not difficult to concoct a story 
with many uncertainties, and well calculated 
to hold the interest. Such an achievement 
would be, however, in no way remarkable. 
What is remarkable about this book is the 
atmosphere of barbarism which pervades it, 
and into which the thought of a modern 
seems never to intrude ftself. The rude 
court of the Christian King Olaf, the lives of 
his reckless followers; the vast unknown 
world; the illimitable opportunity for ad- 
venture; the roominess of creation, are con- 
veyed in a dramatic and quite unforgettable 
manner. 

Primitive virtues distinguish the heroes, 
with whom courage is as the tower of the 
soul, with truth, candor, and loyalty as bul- 
warks round about. With the heroine cour- 
age is also placed first, and not merely chas- 
tity but undeviating constancy is taken 

granted.

The picture produced upon the mind is that 
of a giantesque world—passions, virtues, 
brawn, and build of these Norsemen were of 
heroic size. The author mentions that Amer- 
ica, otherwise Vineland, was considered the 
land of dwarfs, and the one glimpse given 
of the American Indians was as frightfully 
lean, skin-clad pigmies, hideously cruel. So 
the eaters of cooked meats, the men of saga 
learning, the Christianized Odin-men re- 
garded them. 

Miss Liljencrantz has been no casual stu- 
dent of Viking lore. She writes as one who 
has known it from her infancy, who has 
fed her fancy upon it till it has been made lit- 
erally her own. The untempered rage of 
these old barbarians, thelr honor ever on the 
alert for insults, their oaths of fealty or of 
vengeance, their slow regeneration from 
wanton bloodthirstiness and insensate anger 
by the inftuence of Christianity, their in- 
tense yet chaste loves, their simple, barbaric 
code, are all well understood by this young 
writer, and it seems impossible that her ro- 
mantic story will not win much favor. 

The illustrations do not, as is so frequently 
the ease, detract from the tale. They meet 
the full expectation of the imagination, and 
make the Vikings as swaggering, as im- 
pressive, as lofty of stature and picturesque 
of appearance as one would fain have them. 
They are richly colored, Appropriate initials 
and a curious border about the title page are 
other artistic features of the book. It is 
evident that the publishers have attached 
much importance to this work by a new au- 
thor, and it is probable that their expecta- 
tions will be justified.

* ‘* Goosenbury Pilgrims.” By Ellen Rolfe 
Veblen. The University of Chicago 
Press. 


One must be well versed in Mother Goose 
lore to enjoy to the full ‘* The Goosenbury 
Pilgrims,”’ that quaint and continuous ver- 
gion of the chief classic of English child- 
hood which Ellen Rolfe Veblen has written. 
All of the old characters appear upon the 
most friendly terms and employ their 
familiar sayings in a casual and appropriate 
manner. The reason of their association is 
a pilgrimage to St. Ives, during which they 
have many and wondrous adventures. The 
book offers, beside a redaction of the im- 
memorial jests, certain excellent new fan- 
cies, such as that of the animals taking a 
vacation and being locked into it, oer how.the 
Crooked Man was meade to go straight by 
being taught to go crooked. The nonsense 
is of a literary sort-—a none too common 
form of fooling, and many personages out- 
side of the covers of Mother Googe are in- 
troduced, such as the Sleeping Beauty, the 
Queen of Sheba, “Mr. and Mrs. Shaks- 
peare,” and the like. 

W. D. MacClintock, professor of English 
literature at the University of Chicago, says 
impressively: ‘‘ The Pilgrims is a redaction 
or organization of the separate stories, situa- 
tions, and characters of the Mother Goose 
world into a series of related experiences. 
This bas not been developed into a complete 
plot, wherein the interests are complex and 
lang suspended, but gives just those elonga- 
tions and elaborations of incident and char- 
acters for which the child of 10 or 12 now 
begine to care.” 

This is rather a solemn statement, but 
well meant and substantially true, though 
it takes for granted somewhat more method 
than appears upon @ perusal of the book. 
However, it’s merry fooling, and the little 
folk are apt to like it. The book is iseued 
from the University Press..

NEW FIRE RATES IN FORCE 


ADVANCE OF 25 PER CENT ON CER- 
TAIN LINES EFFECTIVE. 


New Schedule Applies to Territory 
East of the Rocky Mountains, but 
Chicago and a Few Other Cities Are 
Excepted—Increases Had Been Pre- 
viously Made There Nearly Equal- 
ing the Raise Just Made—Little Lo- 
cal Interest in the Change. 


The advance of 25 per cent In fire insur- 
ance rates on manufacturing and mercantile 
risks, which was ordered a few weeks ago, 
went into effect yesterday. The territory af- 
fected is that east of the Rockies, except in 
the ‘“‘ excepted cities,”” which include Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee, Cincinnati, Louisville, and 
St. Louis. 

Rates in these cities are made by local 
boards and have been advanced during the 
year an amount equal to the 25 per cent raise 
outside the “‘ excepted teritory. For this 
reason no special local interest attaches to 
the advance effective yesterday. 

j 

President Wyman of the National Life 
Underwriters’ association has a busy spring 
ahead of him. Today he attends the first 
annual banquet of the St. Louis association 
which he revived, and in which he takes a 
deep interest, and on Thursday will visit 
Kansas City, where he hopes to revive the 
association, which has held no meetings 
for some time. Danford N. Baker, Illinois 
manager of the Pacific Mutual, will accom- 
pany him there, as Kansas City is his old 
home, and he has a wide acquaintance 
among insurance men. When President Wy- 
man goes East in April to meet the Execu- 
tive committee at Washington, he will at- 
tend meetings at Cincinnati, April 7; Wash- 
ington, April 9; Baltimore, April 10; Wil- 
mington, April 11; Newark, April 12. 


John P. Hubble, representing the Union

The insurance com- 
pany says that at the time the demand waa 
made the books were in the possession of 
Commissioner Church, who had invited the 
Missouri and Illinois departments to act 
with him in making an examination. ' 

The Annuity union has been organized at 
Wichita, Kas., to carry on the work of the 
Modern Tonties, which was thrown into 
the hands of a receiver on application of 
Insurance Commissioner Church. It will ask 
all the members of the Tonties to transfer, 
for which no charge will be made.

CHICAGO IS WELL WASHED 
BY THE LATE HEAVY RAINS. 


Cleaned, and General Condition for 
Health Improved by Water. 


The rains of last week made Chicago clean, 
as acity. The atmosphere was purified and 
the streets and walks were cleansed. An-— 
other good feature, according to the weekly 
bulletin of the Health department, was that 
the water supply was not contaminated so 
seriously as had been expected. The depart- 
“ment estimates that nearly 66,000 000,000 gal- 
lons of water fell in Chicago during the two 
days’ rain, the first good municipal bath, in 
five months. 

The decrease in water contamination is 
credited to the influence of the drainage 
canal. The bulletin says that before the 
diversion of the Twelfth and Twenty-second 
street sewers and the opening of the drain- 
age channel, two inches of rain, such as fell 
in forty-eight hours last week, would have 
flushed everything out into the lake and the 
pollution would have continued many days. 
Fully 60 per cent now, however, passes 
down the main river and South Branch into 
the drainage. channel, and the lake con- 
tamination is less to this extent, both in 
degree and in duration. 

‘*‘ While there has been an increase of 162 
per cent,’’ continues the bulletin, ‘in the 
total number of smallpox cases reported for 
the whole country since Feb. 8 over the 
number reported during the corresponding 
period last year, there has been a reduction 
of a little more than 40 per cent in the Chi- 
cago territory in which the active campaign 
by the railroad companies and health au- 
thorities is being carried on. 

‘‘ Although there were forty more deaths 
from all causes reported last week than dur- 
ing the week previous, and 111 more than In 
the corresponding week of 1901, the rate is 
still well within the average March figure. 
There is reason, however, to fear a consid- 
erable increase of sickness as a result of 
the remarkable character of the weather.’’ 


ZEISLER YIELDS TO FORREST. 


Says Latter Has the Record for Long 
Speech-Making—Talks of Wilkes- 
barre Case. ; 


Attorney Sigmund Zeisler denies that he 
holds: the record as the long distance talker 
of the Chicago bar. He yields the crown to 
W. 8. Forrest, who, he says, talked fifteen 
days in one case. 

‘* Billy Forrest talked longer in the trial 
of one of the Cronin cases.’’ said Mr. Zeisler, 
“than I spoke in Pennsylvania or in the 
Potomac Flat Building case. In that latter 
case Henry D. Estabrook spoke for three 
days and his partner, H. G. Davis, five days.” 

Mr. Zeisler returned yesterday from 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., where he made his long 


speech. 

‘Have you got your second wind?’ and 
“ How did the court feel when you had fin- 
ished?’’ were questions Mr. Zeisler was re- 
plying to all day yesterday. | 

‘The Judge did not seem much bored by 
the address,”’ said Mr. Zeisler. ‘ In fact, he 
thanked me for going into the case so thor- 
oughly. It was a difficult case, involving 
$250,000 directly, and if the lease is rescinded 
it wfll mean a saving of more than $1,000,000 
to my clients. In my discussion of the case 
before the court I do not think I consumed 
more time than was necessary for a satis- 
factory presentation of all its phases.”

Is THE STAR SYSTEM PASSING? 

There is a movement in the Parisian 
dramatic world which is being watched 
with much interest by those concerned with 
the theater not only in France but also 
im this country. Réjane, an actress of 
world-wide reputation, has been dismissed 
from the theater with which she has been 
¢onnected by a vote of the stockholders be- 
cause she failed to make the theater profit- 
able. In commercial parlance she has failed 
to produce “results.” Not only have these 
digsatisfied stockholders made a change in 
thelr own theater but they point out that 


the revival of the stock com-. 
The stars on the dramatic like those 
the operatic stage have been so exor- 


bitant in their demands that the rest of 
the company has been cheapened to pay 
their salaries. In the theatrical star sys- 
tem in this country the leading actor or 
actress is the drawing card. The rest of 
the company are always weak and some- 
times worse than weak. It is possible that 
people are getting tired of the one-man 
or one-woman play and would rather see 
a@ company of reasonably average ability 
throughout than the best of stars with a 
weak support—in.a word, companies like 
those which played everywhere half a cen- 
tury ago and yet had great actors in them, 
but great actors well supported. 

It is a hopeful sign for dramatic art that 
already there are sigus of dissatisfaction 
with the star system, especially as it is 
managed by syndicates, and that theater- 
goers are beginning to wish for the old stock 
system where the whole play, not a single 
role, was enjoyable, and when plays were 
written for a whole company and not for 
a single person or for one thing that the 
single person may be able to do better than 
another. It would be pleasant in any event 
to return to the old stock system and see 
if it would not give real actors and actresses 
in place of the posing men and simpering 
women who now abound on the stage. 


ELECTION OF SENATORS. 

What is going on in Illinois now shows 
how completely the constitutional method 
of electing United States Senators has 
broken down, and how desirable it is that 
some substitute for it shall be found. The 
proposition that Senators shall be elected 
by the people may not be gaining ground 
in the United States Senate, but it is among 
the people. 

The present method of electing Senators 
is as unlike what the framers of the con- 
stitution had in thind as is the method of 
electing a President. It was assumed that 
the Presidential Electors chosen by each 
State would be free agents who would exer- 
cise their untrammeled judgment in voting 
for a Chief Magistrate. The Electors are 
no longer free agents.. They must vote for 
the candidate of the party which elects 
them, or they will be held up to public scorn 
as perfidious scoundrels. The original the- 
ory was that members of State Legisla- 
tures were free agents in the choice of Sen- 
ators. They are ceasing to be. In this 
State, whose General Assembly is to elect 
a Senator next year, men are being given 
legislative nominations because they are 
pledged to vote for a particular candidate 
for the Senate. These pledges cannot hon- 
orably be broken by the men who have 
given them any more than a Presidential 
Elector can break his implied pledge. 

_ An Illinois Legislature has many matters 

to attend to besides the election of a Sen- 
ator. But in selecting legislative nominees 
little attention is paid to the ability of the 
nominee to legislate wisely for the State. 
The main question is whether he can be 
depended on, if elected, to vote for a. par- 
ticular man for Senator—or for the man 
whom a “machine” may direct him to 
yote for. ‘The inevitable result is an in- 
ferior General Assembly, and often an in- 
ferior Senator besides. 

The code of party ethics makes it dis- 
honorable for a legislator to refuse to sup- 
port the caucus nominee for Senator, even 
if the nominee be an unfit man. To bolt is 
to commit political suicide. Thus it comes 
about that a Senator often is not the choice 
of the people, nor is he the real choice of a 
majority of the Legislature which elects 
him. Party drill and discipline put it in 
the power of a minority to force a Senator 
upon the majority. | 

The present method of electing Senators 
works to the advantage of the millionaire 
who has political aspirations, or who as- 
sumes that it will help him in a business or 
social way ito be in the Senat>. Election by 
the Legislature has placed in the Senate 
the wealthy men who could not otherwise 
have got there, and whose presence has won 
for it the name of the “ Millionaires’ club.” 
Riches can corrupt a_ Legislature—they 
have done so—but_fhey cannot permanently 
corrupt a people. Senatorial patronage can 
make a State Legislature subservient. 
There is not enough of it to influence the 
action of the people of the smallest State. 
To take the election of Senators from the 
Legislatures and give it to the people is to 
deprive wealth of its undue influence and 
give merit the, opportunities now denied it. 
Corruption thrives in the close atmosphere 
of legislative halls. In the open air of a 
popular arena it can accomplish little. 

It is argued sometimes that if Senators 
are elected by the people the same methods 
which are now used to get control of Leg- 
islatures will be used then to get the con- 
trol of State conventions which will nomi- 
nate Senatorial candidates. This is not 
unlikely. The Senatorial aspirant who la- 
bors now to elect his delegates to a Sena- 
torial district convention will have his 
workers in every county convention. 

There will be this vital difference. A 
legislative caucus to nominate a Senator 
does its work after an election. What it 
does is a finality. A State convention 
meets before election. Its work must be 
passed on by the voters. Party prudence, 
the desire for party victory, will induce a 
State convention to nominate for Senator 
its strongest man, or, at least, to refrain 
from nomimating one of its weaker men. 
Such a convention will not pick out a nom- 
inee from the ranks of the millionaires, 
because it will know that he cannoi be 
elected. 

A Senator outranks a Governor now in 
popular estimation. When a Governor and 
Senator are on the same ticket, the Sena- 
torial candidate, practically, will be at the 
head of it, and will have to “carry the 
ticket.” It can hardly be assumed that if 
the Republicans of New York had to elect 
a Senator and Governor in the same year 
by popular vote they would depend on Tom 
Platt to “ carry the ticket.” Nor is it likely 
that if the Ohio Republicans wished to in- 
sure the election of a Senator of their party 
under the popular vote system they wou!d 
make Senator Hanna their candidate. 

The man who goes before the people as 
a candidate for the United States Senate 
will find large wealth, which enables him to 
buy an election from a Legislature, some- 
thing of a detriment in a canvass before the 
people. He will have to rely on the record 
he has made, the favorable estimate the 
people may have formed of his ability, and 
on his powers as a public speaker. If the 
convention of one party shall have nomi- 
nated a man of a low order of ability, so 
much the worse for that man and for his 
party. All the voters will be jurors in his 
case. These voters will have two men of 
opposite political parties to choose from, 
one of whom, presumably, will not be un- 
deserving of a high position. Before the 
people the better man always will win 
when the vote is close. Before the Legisia- 
ture a man of moderate qualifications often 
has a fair chance of election. 

It will not be an easy matter to extort 
from a reluctant Senate the submiesion of 
an amendment to change the mode of elect- 
ing Senators. Most of the Senators are 
satisfied with the present mode. Many of 
them could not have got their seats, or 


kept their seats, but for it. The increasing, 


down even the resistance of a stubborn 
Senate, and the day may come when that 
selfish body will be forced to yield to the 
popular demand for a purer and more dem- 
ocratic method of electing Senators. 


THE CUBAN QUESTION A MORAL ONE. 
, The beet sugar Representatives die hard. 
They have discovered that a majority of 
the Republicans in the House are prepared 
to do something for Cuba. Therefore most 
of the men who have delayed action so 
long profess their readiness to fall into 
line and aid in the enactment of remedial 
legislation. But they are resolved that 
whatever is done for Cuba shall be next 
to nothing. They wish to minimize the value 
of the concession they are forced to make 
and to take all the kindliness and good will 
out of this Cuban legislation. 

They still cling to their proposition that 
the Cuban producers of sugar shall be given 
a “bounty.” If the Cubans feel as most 
Americans would feel under similar cir- 
cumstances they will resent a “ bounty” 
—a gratuity which the superior is kindly 
pleased to bestow on the inferior. The 
Cubans are not asking for bounties. They 
are asking for nothing which they are not 
entitled to because of the peculiar relatioas 
which they are to occupy to the United 
States. At the demand of the United States 
they have given up the absolute and unlimit- 
ed independence which they once hoped 
was to be theirs. The United States has 
made them enter into a contract with it 
the terms of which Cuba cannot carry out 
unless the other party to the contract shall 
enable Cuba to do so. 

These beet sugar men are playing with 
fire. This question which they are meddling 
with is something more than a mere ques- 
tion of a tariff duty. The ordinary tariff 
question is a purely business proposition. 
In this particular question of the duty on 
Cuban sugar there is a moral element. 
Questions which contain an element of that 
kind are to be handled with great care. 
There are apt to be sudden explosions of 
popular wrath when legislators pursue a 
course which the people look on as inequit- 
able, dishonorable, disregardful of the dic- 
tates of justice. 

Public opinion calls for a proper regard 
for the great interests of Cuba. The peo- 
ple desire that the island, the sufferings of 
whose inhabitants they have had to wit- 
ness for so many years, shall be given an 
opportunity to prosper, and that the op- 
portunity shall be ample and shall not be 
given grudgingly. The legislation for the 
benefit of Cuba shall not be hampered with 
restrictions and limitations which will take 
much of the virtue out of it. “ The Lord 
loves a cheerful giver.” The United States 
will not appear in the attitude of such a 
giver if the beet sugar Representatives are 
allowed to dictate Cuban legislation. 


WHEN TO RETIRE FROM BUSINESS. 

The public has had its attention called 
lately to two question which are both con- 
cerned with the end of a man’s working 
life, but which bring into strong contrast 
the variety of character that end may have. 
In the first place, the trades unions have 
been asking: *‘ What shall be done with 
the man over 45?’ Employers no longer 
allow him, they say, to compete with young- 
er men and e him from the bench and 
put him on the shelf. In his case, more- 
over, retirement, while it means leisure, 
also means possible destitution. Here we 
have, therefore, a somewhat serious 
economic difficulty. 

But it is not only the workingman who 
is meditating upon old age. It is also the 
millionaire. Not long ago the-members of 
the Chicago Board of Trade had an animat- 
ed newspaper discussion on the propriety 
of early withdrawal from the pit., Some 
men thought one way and some another. 
The same diversity of opinion now appears 
in New York. Mr. Whitney thinks that 
at 60 a man should cease to chase money 
and give himself up to better things. So, 
apparently, does Mr. Carnegie. John D. 
Rockefeller, on the contrary, does not see 
how he can ever let go, and Mr. Hewitt re- 
marks cautiously that this is a matter in 
which every man must use his own judg- 
ment. 

Mr. Hewitt hits the nail precisely on the 

head. To begin with, some men are fitted 
for leisure and some men are not. A man 
like Mr. Whitney enjoys building a large 
country house, scooping away hills in the 
course of the enterprise, planting whole 
forests and stocking them with game, di- 
recting the céurse of streams and filling 
them with strange fish, maintaining troops 
of servants, and getting finally a residence 
like Kubla Khan’s in Kanadu. Other 
men might find all this a deadly bore. Mr. 
Carnegie, again, enjoys reading and writ- 
ing and encouraging scholarship. He is 
fortunate. He does not prove, however, 
that/ every other manufacturer could lead 
the same kind of life with the same kind of 
satisfaction. If a man has hobbies and 
avocations, well and geod. Let him give 
himself up to them. His neighbor, how- 
ever, may prefer his business to everything 
else. He may be happier there than any- 
where else. He may be doing more good 
there than.anywhere else. It would be 
foolish, then, for him to say to himself: 
“The minute I am such and such an age 
I will give up my present employment and 
pass the residue of my time in rest and 
quietness.” It is better for him to continue 
to catch the 7:33 and to keep his stenogra- 
phers busy. 
_ There is no general rule for these things, 
Interest and duty may lead a man to retire. 
Interest and duty may lead another man 
not to retire. One man’s meat’ is another 
man’s poison. All that can be said is what 
Mr. Hewitt said. Let each man pronounce 
“either” as he pleases and retire when he 
wants to. 


A UNIQUE WOMAN'S COLLEGE. 

When John Simmons, a Boston capitalist, 
died in 1870 he provided in his will that 
certain property should be set apart and 
that when its value had reached a million 
dollars it should be used as a foundation 
for a technical or industrial school for 
women. The time having arrived to carry 
out this provision, a charter has been ob- 
tained and the property transferred to the 
trustees of the new institution. 

The scheme of the institution as ontlined 
by the trustees is unique. Instead of mak- 
ing it an industrial school with instruction 
in elementary subjects, the trustees decided 
that the best use they could make of their 
trust would be to train leaders and teach- 
ers rather than simply to increase opportuni- 
ties for elementary training, and to raise the 
standard of occupations open to woman. 
To carry this out it is proposed to have 
an institution of collegiate character, with 
entrance examinations similar to those in 
high schools, and a course covering four 
years. Practical and technical courses wi!] 
be substituted for the liberal course of a 
college of arts, and these technical courses 
will be increased as the opportunities 
woman’s activity increase. 


library technique, horticulture and land- 
scape gardening, applied art, and general 
science—the last for those who are pre- 
paring to study science and medicine. Dur- 
ing the first year comparatively little time 
is to be given to strictly technical subjects. 
The program will-be made up, on the other 
hand, of subjects which will prepare the 
students for specializing, and will include 
English, modern languages, mathematics, 
physics, chemistry, biology, physiology, 
hygiene, anatomy, geography, physiography, 
history, economics, political science, psychol- 
ogy, ethics, and art. For those who cannot 
leave their occupation to attend the rey- 
ular classes there will be evening extension 
courses and special instruction for Satur- 
days and vacations. The college will be 
located in or near Boston and the work of 
buildimg will begin next fall. 

Such is the general scheme of the new 
woman’s college, more correctly speaking, 
the woman’s new college. 
for women are multitudinous ‘and generous. 
The college offers to them courses in nearly 
everything taught in the regular universities 
and women’s colleges, and courses in a 
variety of subjects not taught anywhereelse. 
The young woman who can survive the four 
years’ course and be graduated with a de- 
gree, if the institution awards degrees, 
should be fitted to fill most any department 
of labor from the highest to the lowest and 
manage anything from a house to a public 
library, a “‘ trust,’ or a university. All this 
goes to show that the twentieth century 
woman is reaching out for all there is in 
sight, perhaps for more than Mr. Simmons 
saw when he wrote in his will that the 
Simmons Female College should be en- 
dowed “for the purpose of teaching those 
branches of art, science, and industry best 
calculated to enable the scholars to earn 
an independent livelihood.” Professor 
Munsterberg in his “ American Traits” 
laments the feminizing of American institu- 
tions by the coeds and female colleges like 
Smith and Vassar. It would be interest- 
ing to know his views as to the effects of the 
Simmons College. |

KEEPS HIS PLANS SECRET 


Packing-House Also Likely to 
Be Prosecuted for Accept- 
ing Rebates. 


INDICTMENTS ARE POSSIBLE. 


Proceedings against violators of the Inter- 
state commerce and the Sherman anti-trust 
laws will be commenced in a few days. 
William A. Day, attorney for the Interstate 
Commerce commission, arrived here yes- 

terday, and for two hours conferred with 

United States District Attorney 8S. H. Bethea 

regarding the steps to be taken against the 

offending roads. 

Attorney Day submitted to District Attor- 
ney Bethea the evidence secured against 
the railroads by the Interstate Commerce 
commission at the recent hearings and 
through special agents. 
briefs with Mr. Bethea, who remained at 
work on them behind locked doors until 
late in the evening. It is expected that fur- 

ther conferences will be held today and prob- 
‘ably tomorrow. 


Refuse to Reveal Plans. 


Just what measures will be taken by Mr. 
Day and District Attorney Bethea could 
not be ascertained. Neither of them would 
give any hint as to the nature of their case, 
It was admitted, however, by Attorney Day 
that proceedings against some of the roads 
would be commenced and that he was here | 
for that purpose. 

It is understood that injunction proceed- 
ings will be brought against two or three 
of the roads as a test case, asking that they 
be restrained from paying rebates or violat- 
ing any of the provisions of the Interstate 

-Commerce law. If the injunction is issued, 
then all the other roads will receive like 


Proceed Under Criminal Law. 


But aside from this, criminal proceedings, 
it is said, will be instituted against the offi- 
clais of the roads who were shown at the 
recent hearing before the commission to 
have paid rebates and burned up or caused to 
be burned up the records showing te-whom 
the payments were made. The packers and 
shippers who have received and solicited 
the bribes are also to be prosecuted, and it 
is said that shippers of small consignments 
who have been forced to pay tariff rates 
while the larger concerns got concessions 
will appear as witnesses at the trials.

_Although the freight business on both 
the Eastern and Western roads is steadily 
decreasing, yet most of the r 
their net earnings over those 
which was one of the heaviest 
years in railway history. The reason is that 
the roads get much better rates. While no 
material advances in the regular class rates . 
a have been made, yet the classification of 
nearly everything except flour, grain, pro- 
visions, live stock, and lumber has been so 
changed as to advance the rates from 25 to 
60 per cent. Even on grain, flour, provis- 
jons, etc., the roads get much higher rates 
than formerly. 
Owing to the increased activity shown by 
the Interstate Commerce commission and 
the fear of prosecutions, the rates are bet- 
ter maintained than ever before, which in- 
creases the revenues. In addition to that 
the roads are operated more cheaply than 
All this goes to show that even 
— with an average business the railroads will 
be able to pay dividends on their heavily 
watered stocks, unless they should be com- 
pelled to make more reasonable rates.
